MEN BRAVE DEATH 
TO SAVE MINERS. 


Sixteen Hour Battle to Rescue 
190 Entombed Men Near 
Pittsburg Proves 
in Vain. 


DEAD SHROUDED IN ICE. 


Prominent Engineer Loses His 
Life in Effort to Succor La- 
borers Stricken Down - 

by Fire Damp. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 26, 3a. m.—[Special. ]— 
After sixteen hours of incessant efforts, a 
rescue party at 2 o'clock this morning dis- 
covered seventy-five entombed miriers in the 
Harwick mine, sixteen miles from here. They 
were dead and at least 110 more, it is feared, 
have shared their fate. 

Selwyn M. Taylor of Pittsburg, Pa., one of 
the best mining engineers in the country, 
gave up his life in the eff to save the men 
buried in the gas chok passages in the 
shaft which had been wrecked by an explo- 
sion of fire damp at 8 o'clock yesterduy 
morning. 

At 2:15 o’clock this morning members of 
the rescue party reached the eurface. It 
had first been reported that seventy-five men 
had been found unconscious but alive. Ten 
minutes later the body of Selwyn Taylor 
was brought to the top of the shaft. He had 
been dead for several hours, and then all 
hope that any of the 180 or 100 entombed 
men were alive was abandoned. 


Dead Shrouded in Ice. 

The rescuers are being brought out coated 
with ice, drenched to the skin, and unabie 
to walk. They report that dead are scattered 
one above the other as thick as pine needles. 
Water is fast pouring into the mine, covering 
the corpses with a shroud of ice and making 
the work of rescue almost impossible. After 
damp is collecting in quantities. 

Rescuers Defy Death. 

Time and again the rescuers were driven 
back from the shaft. Bach time they re- 
turned to their task, in an effort to reach the 
men they knew to be imprisoned among the 
crushed timbers and in the gas ladey 
atmosphere of the ruined mine. 

Rescue parties, headed by State ne In- 
spector Cunningham, have been working in 
the mine all night. Many in the rescue party 
have been brought back nearly dead, over- 
powered by the noxious fumes of the lower 
levels. Still the work has not halted. 


Caused by Fire Damp. 


The explosion occurred at 8:20 o’clock this 
morning at the bottom of one of thé SHATtS, 
and presumably was caused by fire damp. 
It was 4 o'clock this afternoon before it 
was possible to make the first a.tempt at 
rescue, Robert North and Jack McCann, 
engineers employed by the Allegheny Coal 
company, tried to get into the mine by way 
of the stairs through the air shaft. They 
managed’to grope their way some distance, 
but were finally driven baek by the foul air. 

The main shaft into the mine, 220 feet 
deep, was made useless by the explosion, 
which hurled both cages, one of which was 
within thirty feet of the bottom of the shaft, 
through the tipple, thirty feet abeve the sur- 


face. 
Rescue Delayed for Hours. 


Shortly after 5 o'clock a temporary rigging 
had been put in place over the mouth of the 
main shaft and a small bucket capable of 
carrying three men fastened to the tackle. 

The first man tO enter the mine by the 
new rigging was Selwyn M. Taylor, the en- 
gineer who platted the mine, and who knew 
every level, crossing, and passageway. He 
was accompanied by his assistant, J. M. Ray- 
burn. As he stood on the edge of the bucket 
friends asked: 

Want a signal rope?” 

‘Want a rope to 
down there?’ 

No.”’ 

Then Selwyn M. Taylor, with a hammer 
in his hand and his hair showing white under 
his dark hat, tapped on the edge of the iron 
cage twice and then gave the signal ‘* down.”’ 

A crowd of anxious men and women were 
gathered at the pit mouth as the two men 
were lowered into the black shaft on tne 
work of rescue. Slowly the rope on the big 
drums of the engine began to unfoll ana the 
two engineers disappeared. Still there was 
no sound from the depths below except ine 
occasional shout from the men in the buc«et 
to stop while they tested the air. 


Rescue Party Driven Back. 

Then the cage reached the bottom. There 
was a silence of fully forty minutes, and 
then came the summons to haul up slowly. 
When the cage reached the top Rayburn was 
there and with him was Adolph Gunie, stil! 
alive, but gasping for breath and evidently 
seriously injured. 

Again the cage went down into the dark- 
ness, and this time it, carriéd with it B. 
Taylor, an agsistant of Selwyn Taylor, 
Thomas Wood, and also Robert North and 
J. McCann, whowad made the first attempt. 
Selwyn Taylor had been left behind, un- 
conscious and probably dying. 


How Engineer Was Lost. 

Thomas. Wood. who accompanied the min- 
ing engineer, told how the rescue party had 
been compelled to abandon their leader, Mr. 
Taylor, after the latrer nad been overcome 
by the foulair. He sa.d: 

“I was with Taylor, and we clambered 
over three or four falls. Taylor laid out the 
mine, and seemed to know the way. There 
was one man alive at the foot of the shaft. 
He was sent up, and then we took the mule 
path into the south level. We saw two men 
who were alive, and notified those back of 
us and then went on. We passed the third, 
fourth, and fifth headings, and then through 
an overdrift into the air shaft. 

** I began to feel dizzy and sick, and then I 
saw Taylor stagger and fall. His lantern 
fell, We tried to lift him up, but could not 
carry him up, end I made my own way to 
safety.” 

All Believed to Be Dead. . 

While disaster overtook the first rescue 
party which entered the mine, nothing was 
learned of the fate of the miners who went 
to work in the dep shaft this morning. 

Three of the rescuers, Becker, Smith, and 
Walkernest, when they returned to the sur- 
face, declared that, in their opinion, all in 
the mine outside of the rescue party, are 
dead, including Taylor, the engineer. 

The only cheek on the number of men en- 
tombed in the gas choked passageways of 
the mines is the number of lamps given out

BRIDE-TO-BE LLL FROM SHOCK 


Against Him Before: Marrying. 


Susan McLain, which was to have been a 
south side society feature this evening, has 
been postponed indefinitely as a result of the 
suit for $50,000 brought by Mrs. Emma Bell 
Armstrong against Mr. Weber last Saturday. 
Miss McLain is prostrated at ber home from 
the shock caused by the filing of the charges 
against her intended husband. 

It was announced by William McLain, her 
father, at his home, 2430 Michigan avenue, 
last evening that the postponement had been 
arranged at the instance of Mr. Weber, who 
insisted that he should prove before the wed- 
ding takes place that the charges against him 
are absolutely false. Mr. McLain also stated 
that Mr. Weber was to begin proceedings at 
once against Mrs. Armstrong an@ her attor- 
ney, William Eugene Brown, on a charge of 
blackmail. 


Decision Comes Unexpectedly. 

The decision to postpone the marriage came 
most unexpectedly. At 8 o'clock last evening 
Mr. McLain stated at nis home that the 
charges had been invest:gated and that the 
family wes convinced that they were ground- 
less. He declared that the wedding would be 
held as arranged and that no regard would 
be paid to the charges. 

At 10 o'clock R. E. Peacock, vice president 
of C. D. Peacock & Co., who js a relative 
of Miss McLain, gave. out a statement that 
the wedding was to be postponed indefinitely 
on account of the iliness of the bride to be. 
Later he said that Mr. Weber insisted on dig- 
proving the charges before the marriage was 
solemnized. Mr. McLain confirmed the an- 
nouncement of the postponenient made. by 
Mr. Peacock, but declared that the sole rea- 
son was because Mr. Weber insisted on proy- 
ing the charges against him to be untrue. 


Surprise to Attorney Orr. 


Attorney Orr, who has represented Mr. 
Weber in the matter, was asked concerning 
the postponement ‘shortly after 10 o'clock. 
He said that he knew nothing of such a move, 
and at first discredited it. He stated that 
he had conferred with his client in the after- 
noon, but that there had been no hint of such 
a proceeding. 

A number of relatives of Mr..Weber and of 
the McLain family arrived in the tity during 
the day to be in readiness to attend the ceré- 
mony which had been set for thisevening. . 

Mr. Weber is said to have come to Chicago 
from Des Moines, Ia., ten years ago, and 
members of his family live there. Delega- 
tions of wedding guests came from Des 
‘Moines and Davenport,: Ia.

EAT POISON AS-TEST. 


Ann Arbor Students to Take 
Growing Dose of Deadly Drug. 


WANT TO STUDY EFFECTS. 


Hope in Time to Learn the Potency of 
Snake Venom Medicine. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
Upper classmen of the Alpha Sigma fraterni- 
ty at the University of Michigan tonight de- 
cided to drink an unknown poison till its’ 
effects on the human system are known com- | 
pletely to science. The Alpha Sigma is a’ 
homeopathic fraternity affiliated with the 
New York fraternity now drinking the venom 
of the cobra. Dr. A. E. Ibershoff, head of 
the Michigan fraternity, will keep the name 
of the poison secret til the test is complete. 
It will be a hitherto untried poison and not 
a snake venom. 


Begin with Small Doses. 

Beginning with a minute draft taken 
once every two hours, the potion will be in- 
creased every week till the men can stand 
a quantity of poison which might be fatal 
at first. This will continue for several 
months, until the men begin to have a slight | 
iliness with poison symptoms. Individual 
reports on symptoms are to_be made every 
two hours and will be sent to New York for 
classification. 

A searching threefold examination of phys- 
fecal, mental, and moral character is given 
each patient before his experiment begins. 
Not only his bodily ailments but his mental 
eccentricities are recorded by each man with 
conscientious thoroughness. 


Test Is to Last Three Months. 

The treatment will begin in February, and 
in three months a second threefoid examina- 
tion will complete the test of one drug. If 
no serious results are felt the Michigan boys 
expect then to try enake poison. Of the six- 
teen members in the fraternity only half 
have the courage to try the poison, while 
freshmen are excluded. | 

Accurate knowledge of every effect pro- 
duced by the poison is the object of the test. 
According to the theory of homecpathy, 
snake poisons will become useful medicines 
when physicians can prescribe them with a 
certain knowledge of what human functions 
will be affected thereby. 


CHEROKEES DON WAR PAINT 
* AND THREATEN AN UPRISING. 


Indians, Dissatisfied with Allotment of 
Lands, Say They Will Start a Raid, 
Leaving Only Birds and Snakes Alive 


Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 25.—Runners in from 


'tPexanna, report an uprising among the full 


blood Cherokee Indians, and ask the protec- 
tion of the officers for the whites who livé in 
that coumy. 

The Cherokees belong to the Ketoowah 
band, which has opposed the government in 
the allotting of lands. They have left their 
homes around Poorman’s Gap and gone to 
Greenleaf mountains, where they threaten 
to raid and“ leave nothing alive but the birds 
and snakes.” 4 

The Snake Indians have been gathering at 
Flat Rock and driiting like soldiers for two 
weeks. It Is reported that they have com- 
menced to-steal cattle and shoot officers in 
effigy.

‘This defect it declared misleading and to 
be responsible for more than fifty deaths. 

Incorporated in the verdict was a recom- 
-‘mendation that the conduct of the city de-

Jury Retires After Last Witness Is

Following twenty-six days of service, near- 
ly twenty of which were spent in inquiry in 
the council rooms, the preparation of the 
verdict itself was an arduous task. Out of 
the mass of testimony given by about 180 
witnesses, much of which was apparently 
mistaken, and sometimes conflicting, they 
had to select the true and the logical. Hav- 
irg determined the cause, they had to deter- 
mine the responsibility, and in this latter the 
evidence of the important witnesses helped 
only by deduction. Most of the witnesses had 
sought to thrust responsibility on others. 

The last witness was excused from the 
stand at 3:30 p. m., and the jury found it 


necessary to vacate the council rooms, in + 


order that the council might occupy them in 
the evening. They were provided with ac- 
commodations in the county commissioners’ 
rooms in the county building. 


Coroner Speaks to Jury. | 
Coroner Traeger there addressed them 


briefly: 

* jurors, the verdict in this matter lies 
wholly in your hands,” he said, “ That is 
what the law contemplates, and were I dis- 
posed to violate that law I would not be wor- 
thy of my office. My only wish is that the 
law be enforced, and that the responsibility 
rests where you, in your judgment, see fit to 
place it.

“Exit Only’ were the words, suggested 
by the absence of any such signs in the 
theater. 


Finally Reach a Verdict. 


The jurors worked with a brief rest for 
supper, which was sent in to them at 6p. m., 
until 11 p. m., when they sent for the coroner. 
Mr. Traeger and Deputy Lawrence Buckiey, 
who had conducted the examination of the 
witnesses, went into the room.

EVIDENCE BEFORE CORONER’S JURY IN INQUEST ON IROQUOIS FIRE VICTIMS: 


ALL TO EMPLOYES, 
Will J. Davis, President and Active Man- 
agér of the Theater, Has That Defense. 


I trusted everything to my employés and 
supposed that the theater was fully equipped 
and the safest in the world. I did not give 
the matter of fire apparatus my persona] at- 
tention and knew nothing personally of what 
protection against fire had been installed. 
The theater had not been formally turned 
over to the [roquois Theater company by tha 
Fuller Construction company. I met Chief 
‘Musham in the building once, and once after 
the theater opened I escorted Building Com- 
missioner Williams through it. Neither 
#poke to me of fireapparatus. Fireman Sall- 
ers, Stage Carpenter Cummings, or Assistant 
‘Manager Thomas J. Noonan could have pur- 
chased the fire apparatus. I had given or- 
‘ders to have the best of everything. 


‘ONLY ONE REEL OF HOSE. 
Thomas J. Noonan, Treasurer of the Thea- 
ter, Describes the Fire Apparatus. 


There was only one reel—fifty feet—of two 
inch hose in the house. I intended to get 
more but had not. We sold twenty-one 
«standing room tickets for the dress circle and 
lower floor and ninety-five for the gallery. 
‘There were about forty passes for two each 
that came in and were standing. There were 
probably 200 persons standing in the house. 
Only the middle ddors leading from the ves- 
tibule into the foyer were open. The others 
were closed and fastened. Time after time 
building inspectors have visited theaters

USHERS WITHOUT INSTRUCTIONS. 
George N. Dusenberry Says They Were Not 
Told What to Do in Case of Fire, 


I never gave the ushers any definite instruc- 
tions as to what to do in case of fire. I gave 
them some general orders about their duties. 
The center doorway leading from the balcony 
to the foyer stairway was locked. I locked 
it, and I had a key forit. The gates on the 
stairwaye were locked with a chain fastener. 
I had the keys forthem. The ushers were all 
under my control, Those on the main floor 
worked well. I do not know what those on 
the upper floors did. There were people 
standing back of the seats on all floors, but 
Building Inspector William Curran saw them 
there a few minutes before the fire and said 
nothing about them. 


WARNING ABOUT LIGHT IGNORED, 
William McMullen, Operator of It, Tells 
How the Fire Was Started. 


The drapery of the proscenium arch hung 
so close to my lamp that it often brushed 
against the hood of the lamp. At the carbon 
points the heat was 4,000 degrees, and on top 
of the hood it was so hot that it would ignite 
paper. I complained to Electrician Dunn of 
Klaw & Erlanger’s company that it was 
dangerous, but he never fixed it. The fire 
started when the drapery fluttered over*the 


lamp and ignited either from the heat or 


from a spark from the carbon. If I had had 
a bucket of water I could have put it out at 
once. I tried to crush it out with my hands, 
but it traveled away from me so fast that I 
could not reach it, 


CURIOSITY, NOT BUSINESS. 


Julius A. Lense, Inspector, Explains His 
Trip to the Theater. - 


I visited the Iroquois theater the morning 
before it opened with Inspector Laughlin. 
I went with him out of curiosity, and be- 
cause he invited me. The building was not 
complete, and had I been there in an official 
capacity I should have reported it not ready 
for the public.

NEVER REPORTED DEFECTS. 
Battalion Chief Hannan Says No One Had

I went through the theater for my own in-

I saw one reel of hose and the chem- 
ical tubes. There were no fire axes or fire 
hooks, but there were a number of scenery 
hooks about. I asked Sallers if he had 
made a report of conditions, and he said

instructed to report. 


TRIES TO PREVENT PANIC. 


Eddie Foy Tells of Exhorting People to Sit

It was the biggest audience of women and 
children I had ever played to. My idea was 
to stop a panic until the asbestos curtain 
came down, so I called to the people to be 
quiet. The curtain did not come down, and 
all at once a cyolone of fire and smoke swept 
over my head into the audience. I had no- 
ticed fire appliances on many stages on which 
I have played, but did not notice any at the 
Iroquois. I had never heard of a fireproof 
curtain at the Iroquois but supposed there 
was one there. The curtain appeared to 
have come down part way and then stuck,

ACCEPTED INSPECTOR’S “0. K.” | 


George Williams, Building Comniissioner, 
Explains His Inactivity. 

‘Building Inspector Laughlin, who was as- 
Signed to the Iroquois theater, reported the 
building “O. K.,” and that is all I know 
about it. I supposed that that meant that 


-the whole building was completed. The or- 


dinance requires fire apparatus, and requires 
the building department to inspect a theater 
for such apparatus, but I think the fire de- 
partment has certain duties in that regard 
also.

NO ORDER TO TOUCH SKYLIGHTS. 
W. A. Merriman of the Fuller Company De- 
fends Position of the Builders, 

The men who tampered with the stage sky- 
lights after the fire were not acting under 
orders from any one in authority in the Ful- 
ler Construction company. . Those skylights 
were built strictly according to specifica- 
tions. They were ‘ alitomatic,’’ that is, 
would open of their own weight.. How they 
were to be kept closed I do not know. The 
building was not in the hands of the Fuller 
company on the day of the fire. The theater 
people had notified us our men must be out 
of the structure the Friday before the open- 
ing. They put their own men in charge and 
we had no authority there. The theater 
never belonged to the Fuller company. 


TOLD NOONAN WHAT 70 Da. 
Marshal Campion Says He Also Cautioned 
Stage Fireman Ballers, 
I went through the Iroquois theater be- 


fore it was opened. I explained to Manager 


Thomas J. Noonan what he ought to have in 
the way of fire appliances, and cautioned 
Fireman Sallers to be careful to see that the 
apparatus was of the right sort. It was on 
my recommendation that Sallers was em- 
plowed at the theater. I do not consider 
that the ordinances were complied with. 


DID NOT KNOW DUTIES. 


W. C. Sallers, House Fireman, Attended 
Stage Door When Told to Do So. 


I-knew that there was not enough fire ap- . 


paratus at the theater to fight a fire, but I 
had not received instructions to report the

fact to Chief Musham, so did not report it. 
I was employed by the theater company on 
the recommendation of the fire department. 
I did not consider myself a city fireman. I 
reported to Chief Musham, but never got 
any orders or made a report of conditions.

I attended the stage door at the theater when 
they asked me to. The theater was paying 
memy salary. IfI had hadastream of water 
when I started to scatter the chemical on the 
fire I could have put it out. A ton of the 
chemical would have done no good. 


FIRE PLUGS NEVER TESTED. 
James J. Wade Jr., Plumbing Contractor, 
Says There Was No Pressure, 


The plumbing in the house was not quite 
finished. I do not know that the water had 
been turned 6n the fire plugs, as I never had 
them tested. Had the water been turned on 
the pressure would not have been enough to 
force the water toa height ef more than eight 
to ten feet. There was no tank on the roof 
for fire pressure. There was one tank in the 
upper part of the building, but that was for 
pressure in the toilet rooms. 


PLANS CHANGED WITHOUT PERMIT. 
B. H. Marshall, Architect of Building, Telis 
How Aisles Were Filled with Seats. 


The plans as originally passed by Acting 
Building Commissioner O'Shea did not pro- 
vide for electrical operation of the roof 
ventilators, as required by the ordinance. 
During the construction of the building the 
plans were changed in some matters without 
consulting the building department. The 
aisles in front of the boxes on the main floor 
were filled with seats without permission 
from the building department. 


INSPECTED ONLY STRUCTURE, 
Edward Laughlin, Building Inspector, 
Blames the Fire Department. 


I inspected the Iroquois theater only as 
to its structure, and my report of “‘O.K.” 
covered the structure only. I don’t believe 
the ordinance required me to report on any- 
thing else. I believe that the inspection of 
fire appliances is the duty of the fire de- 
partment; the Inspection of fire escapes ‘s 
the duty of the fire escape inspector; the 
wiring fs the duty of the electrical depart- 
ment. I was not instructed in my duties 
by Commissioner Williams and never read 
the building ordinances myself until after 
the Iroquois fire. 


PLUMBING UNFINISHED. 


James E, Cummings, Stage Carpenter, Says 
There Was No Water in Standpipes. 


I went to Philadelphia a few days after 


the theater opened. It was not then com- 
pleted. The plumbing was not finished. I 
returned a few days before the fire. It was 
not then completed. I do not believe that 
there was any water turned on the stand- 
pipes. The matter of fire protection was 
not my affair. The city fireman should 
have attended to that. I assigned the fire- 
man to duty on the stage door once. 


NO ONE EVER TOLD HIM. 
Marshal Musham Shifts Blame to Build- 
ing Department. 


I never received a report from any one that 
the Iroquois theater was not supplied with 
fire appliances. I never asked a report from 
Fireman Sallers or instructed him to report. 
As I understood the ordinances, I am required 
only to approve of fire apparatus after it has 
been Installed. Te force its installation is 
the duty of the building department. If I 
were to attempt such inspection I would be 
encroaching on the province of the commis- 
sioner of buildings. I did not recommend 
Fireman Sallers to the Iroquois Theater com- 
pany. 


ONE MAN WHO ACTED. 


Capt. Jennings Saw Dangerous Conditions 
and Warned His Superior. 


I went over the theater for my personal 
information. a week after it opened. .Fire- 
man Sallers showed me around, and after 
I had inspected the place and noted that 
there were no fire appliances of value I said 
to Sallers: “If this thing starts going, they 
will lynch you.” Sallers said that it was 
none of his business. I reported conditions 
as I found them to Battalion Chief John 
Hannan, my superior officer, and he said: 
“ Well, what can we do about it?”

Your committee, however, is of the opin- 
ion. from all the testimony heard, that.a steel 
curtain such as will meet all requirements of 
the building department.can be procured and 
installed in three or four weeks.. Res 

‘ 8ome of the people who appeared before 
us believed that an asbestos curtain was just 
aS good as a steel curtain, but all assented to 
use a steel curtain if it was insisted on. 

As to flue pipes er vents over the stage, 
we find from our inve$tigation that most of 
the theaters are provided with some sort of 
ventilating device, but none of them fully 
complies with the ordinance. The same is 
true as to fire apparatus on stage, fire alarm 
equipment, and employment of firemen. All 
the theater representatives, however, ex- 
pressed their readiness and willingness to 
comply with all these requirements at ance. 


Trouble for Twe Theaters. 


“On the question of entrances, exits, and 
aisles, all, with possibly two exceptions—the 
Great Northern and the Trocadero—can and 
Will comply. In the case of the two excep- 
tions it was stated to be a physical im possi- 
bility to provide the necessary number of 
entrances and exits owing to the ljocation of 
a theaters and the buildings eurrounding 

em. 

“As to the reconstruction of the stage, 
that is, its permanent structural parts, asa 
prerequisite to opening, the answers all point- 
ed to a delay of many months and precluded 
all possibility of an early resumption of the 
theatrical business in Chicago. The Audi- 
torium is the only theater in the city that 
fully complies with the ordinance. 


Objections to the Sprinklers. 


“The provision of the resolution relating 
to automatic sprinklers is the one that was 
most strenuously opposed and for various 
reasons: 

“ First, it was urged that few if any the- 
ater buildings have walls strong enough to 
sustain the additional weight of tanks of 
the size necessary, and that to strengthen 
the walls where that can be done would 
mean a long delay. 

** Second, in theaters built in conjunction 
with buildings of classes one, two, and three, 
it is claimed it will be a difficult engineer- 
ing problem to fnstall the sprinkler system. 

** Your committee further reports that they 
believed when appointed, and believe so yet, 
that it was the intention of the city council 
when it adopted the resolution treating this 
comunittee to provide for the early reopen- 
ing of Chicago’s theaters under such condi- 
tions and regulations of law as would as- 
sure the safety of the theater and especial- 
ly make certain the recurity of human life. 
The said resolution, however, fails to give 
the committee appoint under it the nec- 
essary power to carry 6ut its object, and 
your committee therefore recommends the 
passage of the accompanying order.”’ 


Mayor’s Amendment Important. 


In addition to passing this revised set of 
requirements the council adopted a number 
of amendments suggested by the mayor as 
a preliminary to his signing the ordinance 
and making it a law. For the most part 
these were changes of wording? aimed to 
clear away possible ambiguity. 

One amendment of importance passed was 
as follows: 

‘No license for the operation of a building 
of class V. (theaters) shall be issued by the 
official issuing such licenses until the com- 
missioner of buildings and the fire marshal 
shall have certified that the, building has 
been constructed and completed in conform- 
ance with the building laws governing such 
buildings.”’ 

Another amendment of the mayor made it 
necessary for the building commissioner to 
test the scenery of all companies coming into 
the city to play at one of the theaters to 
ascertain if it had been fireproofed properly. 
No performance can be given until this test 
has bean made. The new law merely speci- 
fied that the scenery should be fireproofed 
without providing for inspection. 


Small Halls Are Saved. 

With regard to the small halls and club 
theaters, where an occasional dramatic per- 
formance is given, the council adopted an 
amendment prepared by Corporation Counsel 
Tolman which will enable these halls to con- 
tinue in existence without meeting ail the 
requirements imposed on theaters. 

This amendment provides as an exception 
to the definition of theaters that “* public 
halls and club halls with a seating capacity 
less than 600, although occasionally used 
for theatrical representations, shall not be 
construed as public theaters, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that movable scenery is used 
on said occasions.” 

The seenery used in such halls must be fire- 
proofed. 

Ald. Cullerton had passed an order which 
will surely open the Auditorium for one day. 
He presented a petition signed by the Chica- 
go Federation of Labor, the National Al- 
liance of Bill Pesters, and the International 
Alliance of Stage Employés, asking that they 
be permitted the use of this theater for a 
benefit. 

It was explained that Milward Adams had 
granted the use of it, and that business men 
would aid the entertainment. The proceeds 
will go to the relief of persons suffering be- 
cause of the shutdown of the theaters. 

Ald. Bennett offered an amendment to the 
law itself which would have stricken out the 
provisions for additional emergency exits on 
each floor of a theater. He said that under 
the law now a theater would be all exits. 

Ald. Raymer protested against any such 
amendment being passed without consigera- 
tion, or being passed at all. It was sent to 
the special council committee. 


EITHER MIDNIGHT CLOSING 
OR WORK FOR GRAND JURY. 


Announcement of Citizens’ Committee 
to City Officials—George Silver Ar- 
rested on Charge of Breaking Rule. 


“Saloons and dance halis must be closed 
at midnight every night in the week. If 
midnight closing is not enforced the grand 
jury will be asked to indict the responsible 
city officials.”’ 

This was the word which went out yester- 
day from the-citizens’ committee for the sup- 
pression of crime. W. P. Rend, chairman 
of the subcommittee on saloons, is the au- 
thority for the announcement. Last Sat- 
urday night the saloons were closed, but 
Sunday night Mr. Rend says he discovered 
that the police had interpreted the order 
as applying only on Saturday night. Uniess 
reform is apparent this week, Mr, Rend 
says, evidence will be collected and sub- 
mitted to the grand jury. 

George Silver was arrested last evening 
on a warrant charging him with violating 
the, midnight closing ordinance. The citi- 
zens’ vigilance committee, which obtained 
the warrant, charges that the saloon at 
0920 Wabash avenue has been kept open 


after midnight.

Want an Antitoxin Plant. 


An order for an inyulry tnto the possi- 
bility of establishing a municipal plant for 
the manufacture of antitoxin was intro- 
duced by Ald. Butterworth ard passed. In 
the resolution Ald. Butterworth stated that 
an increase of over 100 per cent had been 
made in the cost of antitoxin, and that dan- 
ger to the lives of children might result.

Elevator Shaft Law Changed. 

Several amendments to the building ordi- 
nance were passed or introduced. Ald. Wer- 
no called up the report of the judiciary com- 
mittee exempting fireproof buildings from 
the requirements for inclosed elevator shafts, 
and it was passed. This also exempts non- 
fireproof buildings which will install a 
sprinkler system on every floor, throughout.

A contest was made to limit the sprinklers 
to the halls, shafts, and stairs, but it was 
unsuccessful. As*the result of the Masonic 
temple fire two suggestions to bar revolving 
doors were mede, one in the shape of an or- 
dinance referred to the judiciary committee 
and the other ina request for a report on the 
advisability of forbidding the use of any but 
swing doors.

KLAWAN’S TRIAL COMES TODAY. 


Prisoner’s Father Declares There Was

Harry Klawans, 3124 Prairie avenue, son

COLD BRINGS MANY FIRES 


FIREMEN BUSY AND FROZEN HY- 
DRANTS SWELL LOSSES. 


_. Johnsen Bros.’ Dry Goods Store in 
Milwaukee Avenue Is Destroycd— 
Loss $50,000—Thousgz ads Watch the 
Barning Bulliding tn Ontario Street 
—Overheated Furnaces, Defective 
Flues, and Efforts te Thaw Pipes 
Are Principal Causes. 


Because frozen fire plugs indered the fire- 
men, the dry goods store of Johnson Bros., 
1630-1630 Milwaukee avenue, was destroyed 
by fire last evening, with a loss on the build- 
ing and dts contents aggregating $50,000, 
Occupants of adjoining structures were 
panic stricken, and one woman, Mrs. Mary 
Kettle, threw a mattress out of a second 
story window and leaped. She alightgd safe- 
ly, and, returning, began carrying cut her 
furniture. David Knittle, 1458 Milwaukee 
avenue, was severely cut by falling glass. 

The fire, which is believed to have been 
caused by crossed electric ‘wires, had made 
much headway when it was discovered by a 
watchman shortly after 6 o'clock. ‘The 
building was a two story brick structure, 
Valued at $30,000. The toss to the dry goods 
stock was estimated at $20,000. 


Thousands Watch a Fire. 


_ Thousands of persons éarly in the evening 
‘watched a fire in the asbestos manufacturing 
plant of the Sall Mowntain company and the 
cornice works of the Frank Voigtmann Cor- 
nice company, at Ontarlo and Franklin. 
streets. The blaze started on the third floor 
of the strueture and spread tp the fourth, 
the top floor. Benzine and paints stored in 
the rooms made a spectacular fire. Prompt 
work by the firemen confined the flames to 
the upper stories, and the damage to the 
building.and contents, it was estimated, will 
not exceed $10,000. Most of the loss was 
caused by water. 

In responding to the first alarm an insur- 
ance patrol wagon and chemical engine No. 6 
collided in INinois street. Driver John Daley 
of the chemical was thrown from his seat. 
His back was severely injured, and he was 
taken. to the Passavant hospital. 

The fire blocked traffic on tht north side 
surface line during an hour. 


Cold Weather Causes Fires. 

The cold weather was primarily responsible 
for most of the fifty-five fires which kept the 
firemen busy during the day. Most were 
caused by overlieated furnaces, defective 
flues, and efforts to thaw out frozen gas and 
water pipes. From 7 to 7:55 a. m. ten fires 
were reported, all in the residence districts. 

During the forenoon there were several 
fires downtown, but the loss to property was 
small. A blaze in the kitchen of the Schiller 
restaurant frightened the patrons of the 
place and attracted a large crowd. Crossed 
wires at 187-189 Dearborn street caused a 
panic among clerks and stenographers in the 
offices of the Adams and Southern Express 
companies. Defective wiring also started a 
small blaze in the basément of a six story 
building at Franklin and Lake streets. 


Woman Has a Nerrow Escape. 
Mrs. W. G. McSherry almost was overcome 
by smoke while endeavoring to save her 
jewelry from a fire at 12 Stanley terrace. 


| She ascended to the third floor and was 


driven back. She saved herself from suffo- 
cation by clinging to the banister and fainted 
when she reached the sidewalk.

SUMMARY ACTION TAKEN BY THE 
BOARD ARCHITECT. 


Two New Baildings Are on List—Exits, 
Doors, and Stairs Found Inade- 
quate—Order Is Based on Keports 
Made by Fitteen Inspectors After 
Two Weeks’ Work—Principal Dad- 
ger Is of Panic—Investigation to 
Be Made of Engineers.

TAKES UP STRIKE RIOTS, 


GRAND JURY INVESTIGATING RE- 
CENT LABOR DISTURBANCES. 


Police Officials Are Summoned to Tell 
What They Kuow of Violence Dur- 
ing Recent City Raliway Ticup— 
Pressfeeders and Kellogg Troubles 
Also Inqutired Into, but Every Et- 
fort Is Made to Keep the Matter a 
Secret—Witnesses Are Warned. 


Strike rioting occupied the attention of the 
grand jury yesterday. Every effort was 
made to kecp the nature of the investigation 
a secret, and witnesses were warned not to 
disclose their testimony. It was learned, 
however, that the jury paid particular atten- 
tion to the City railway strike riots, the 
Franklin union “‘ sluggings,’’ and the Kellogg 
Switchboard and Supply tompany riots. 

To enlighten them in the City railway labor 
disturbance the jurors summoned Chief of 
Police O'Neill, Assistant Chief Schuettler, 
Inspector Lavin, and Capt. George Shippy 
of the Englewood police station. These po- 
lice officials had charge of the street railway 
strike and were asked regarding specific acts 
of violence tn that and other recent strikes. 


O’Neill Tells About Strikes. 


The policemen, however, could give but lit- 
tle information of strikes other than that of 
the City railway company, but the chief of 
police spoke in a general way of the disturb- 
ances, riots, and violence which marked the 
progress of several strikes, especially that 
of the City railway company, the Franklin 
Tinion of Pressfeeders, and the strike at the 
plant of the Kellogg company. . 

At the Criminal Court building it was denied 
that any labor investiga.iion had been taken 
up. Assistant State's Attorney Frank Blair 
made some mystery about the proceedings, 
as did Foreman Wateron F. Blair. who said 
they could not discuss the proceedings. In- 
spector Lavin and Capt. Shippy denied that 
they had been before the jury. 


To Consider Nye’s Suggestiong. 


It was also denied that the suggestions 


laid down by James Nye, foreman of the | 
December grand jury, were being followed 


out. From another source, however, it was 
learned that the investigators had studied 
the suggestions and had decided at the first 
opportunity to take up the labor matters. 
The suggestions of Mr. Nye include the 
investigation of Mayor Harrison, Sheriff Bar- 
rett, the Chicago Federation of Labor, Albert 
Cc. Young, ex-president of the Teamsters’ 
National union; W. D. Ryan, its secretary; 
the united mineworkers’ union, and others. 
Mr. Nye’s theory isto ascertain if the county 
and municipal authorities performed their 


whole duties in protecting life and property , 


during the progress of various strikes, and 
also whether or not Young and others are 
not guilty of conspiracy In connection with 
ordering fuel and other supplies barred from 
places affected by strikes. 


LABOR THREATS, UNSIGNED. 
ELICIT NO RESPONSES. 


Moline Factory Owners and Workers 
Do Not Send Letters to 3456 West 
Sixty-first Street as Suggested. 


Anonymous letters to Moline factory own- 
ers and nonunion workers have not yet 
brought any responses to 3456 West Sixty- 
first street.

Yates Crowd Hopes for Zero 
Weather to Freeze Out

Lowden and Warner Expected to 
Defy Elements and Bring 
Trainloads of Adherent.

§pringtield, Jan. 25.—[Special. 
Yates’ managers are looking at the thér- 
‘mometer tonight with great satisfaction. 
“The weather predictions for tomorrow add 
to it. They figure if the temperature will 
only stay below zero and the snow keep on 
falling nobody will come to the love feast ex- 
cept those who are compelied to. The pay 
roll brigade will have to. That is one of the 
things it is paid for. The result would be 
if the ba@ weather only keeps up Yates’ peo-

- The whole plan of the love feast, so far as 
-it has been laid out, is to make it a boom 
for the governor. The prediction is made 
“tonight that there will not be enough state

“make a roll call respectable, They will all 
be here shouting for the governor, and going 
‘into the wildest fits of extravagant approval 
“when he is called on to make a speech. 
Speechmaking All Wednesday. 
. The program of Wednesday’s meeting 
“comprises an all day speechmaking affair 
‘in the new arsenal building and a meeting 
of the state committee in the evening to de- 
‘cide on the place and time for holding the 
next state convention. The meeting in the 
arsenal is expected to be a big one. Three 
‘thousand seats have been put in, and room 
*can be made for more if necessary. 
' Here all the candidates will be given a 
-chance to talk, Gov. Yates being the first 
“On “the “list, one representative repub- 
lican will be asked to speak for each con- 
‘gressional district. Provision is also made 
- fo? addresses by Senators Cullom and Hop- 
kins. They. however, are not expected. 

The selection of representatives from the 
Yarious congressional districts promises to 
‘make a row. It has been the custom for re- 
publicans from each district to pick the man 
‘they wanted to talk for them. ‘ The subcom- 
mittee on arrangements, however, gave it 
out tonight that this was likely to cause 
friction, and so, in order to relieve the 
aforesaid republicans of the danger of get- 
ting into a tangle over the matter, the state 
committee will kindly select the man for 
each district, whether the people from the 
district want him or not. 

The advantages of this plan are obvious. 
With a majority of the state committee 
favoring Gov. Yates the committee natural- 
ly would select speakers of the same way of 
‘thinking as itself. regardless of whether 
the majority: of the people in the district 
thought that way or not. 


Springfield Likely to Be Chosen. 


Springfield and Peoria are the two contest- 
ents for the place of holding the convention. 
Gossip tonight has it that Springfield prob- 
ably will get it. Peoria has developed too 
many anti-Yates tendencies to suit the gov- 
ernor and his friends, despite the fact that 
he received his nomination there in 1900. 

Two daies for holding the convention are 
talked of. They are May 6and May 18. It 
has to be thirty days before the republican 

‘national convention and must be after the 
first week in May to allow the Cook county 
primaries. The date may be fixed as late 
as May 20, but one or the other of the two 
earlier ones is more likely. 

State Game Warden Lovejoy furnished 
nearly 100 of the hustlers who have arrived, 
and they are busy tonight in the interests of 
Gov. Yates. Their coming has revealed the 
existence of a powerful machine built up in 
Illinois within the last two years that the 
people generally know little about. Mr. 
Lovejoy, with considerable pride, said his 
forces consisted of one deputy for each of 
the 102 counties in the state and ten travel- 
ing representatives. They will all be here 
tomorrow for a small love feast of their own, 
ostensibly to get “‘acquainted’’ with one 

another and to talk together about their 
work. The object is to line up a special 
Yates machine that will be in full operation 
from now on to the day of the state conven- 
tion. They will meet in a room at the capi- 
tol building, be introduced to the governor,

Harper 
brought a number of petitions signed by re- 
publicans of the Third ward. One of these 
petitions is from the Seventh primary dis- 
trict, in which Martin B. Madden lives, and it 
contains the names ef 435 voters. This is 
more than half the registered vote of the 
district, and double the number of repub- 
licans who voted at the mayoralty primaries 
last spring for both Graeme Stewart and 
John M. Harlan.

BE UNLIKE YATES 


Tells Auditorium Audience 
He Will Shun Present 
Governor’s Ways. 


HAS AUDIENCE OF 2,000, 


Starts for Love Feast at Spring- 
field After Making His 
Address. 


Frank O. Lowden took his departure for 
the Springfield love feast last night from a 
gathering of 2,000 of his friends and followers 
in the Auditerium. 

The inclemency of the weather was held 
to blame for the small showing of Lowden 
adherents, though K. M. Landis, who intro- 
duced Chairman Volney W. Foster, professed 
himself satisfied and declared that the 
weather man, if trying to defeat the Lowden 
-eandidacy by sending the mercury down, 
would “ have to give it another shove.” 

The political cast of the audience was “ or- 
ganization.”” Congressman William Lorimer 
Was a conspicuous occupant of a conspicuous 
box, as was also T. N. Jamieson. In adjoin- 
ing boxes were County Commissioner Edwin 
K. Walker, John M. Smyth, Fred Blount, 
Homer Galpin, A. R. Porter, W. T. Lawson, 
and J. R. Cowley. Mrs. Lowden occupied a 
box with a party of friends. 


Yates as a Horrible Example. 

Mr. Lowden, in an extended address, dealt 
with the problems of the government of 
Illinois and framed his promises of conduct, 
should he be elected governor. 
text and horrible example, and, in a general 
way, Mr. Lowden promised to leave undone 
the things which Yates has done and to do 
those Yates has left undone. In the Yates 
domination of the legislature and the Yates 
dictatorship in other branches of the state 
government Mr. Lowden sees the germ from 
which republics grow into empires and then 
decay. All it needs, he said, is that the 
Yates dictatorship spread through this coun- 
try till the same idea dominates the presi- 
dency, and then America will go the way of 
Rome. * Yatesism,”’ Mr. Lowden declared, 
should be checked before it has spread 
further, and for this mission he commends 
his candidacy to the people. 

Before Mr. Lowden’'s speech a political 
mystery developed and ran from lip to lip 
in the words: 

“Who shut off Defrees?’ 

J.H. Defrees, president of the Seventh, Ward 
Republican club, was delivering a eulogy cf 
Mr. Lowden, when he digressed to charge 
State's Attorney Deneen with being a ma- 
chine republican. He talked for several min- 
utes in ampliification of his accusation that 
Deneen had built up a machine of his own, 
and then suddenly, in.the middle of an un- 
developed line of argument, and almost in 
the middle of a sentence, he sat down. The 
politicians in the front rows “ rubbered ” 
to see what influence in the rear had had 
this effect on Mr. Defrees. Who gave the 
signal? Some said Lorimer, some said 
Jamieson. 


Dictation to Legislature Evil. 

In developing his idea of the future of 
Yatesism Mr. Lowden said: 

* A practice has grown up in recent years 
in lliinois under which the chief executive of 
the state has assumed to use the power of his 
oftice to organize the legislature in accord- 
_ance with his will. By the use of the patron- 
age of his office he has attempted. sometimes 
with success, to dictate to both branches of 
the legislature who shall be their chief offi- 
cials and who shall constitute their commit- 
tees. 

“1f this practice could have been fcreseen 
by the men who framed our state constitu- 
tion it would have been characterized as 
usurpation. if this practice be permitted to 
continue unchecked it is but a single step until 
the chief executive of the state shall say to 
a judge: * Unless you decide this cause, in 
which I am interested, in accordance with my 
view 1 will use the patronage of my office to 
defeat you for renomination.’ And if that 
time unhappily should come the corner stone 
of self-government in Illinois would have 
crumbled into dust. 


Might Spread to Weshington. 

“If the people of the several states shall 

acquiesce in this usurpation of powers it 
will not be long until the chief executive of 
the nation shall assume the same preroga- 
tive. For it is the opinions and practices of 
the people in the different states, after all, 
that go to make the opinions which prevail 
at Washington. 
."* If elected governor of Illinois I will con- 
tent myself with the discharge of the con- 
stitutional duties of my office. The people 
who have elected me will have selected other 
men who are charged under the constitu- 
tion with the legislative functions of our 
state government, and they will be per- 
mitted without executive interference to dfs- 
charge their duties. The veto power of the 
governor clothes him with quite sufficient 
authority in all matters of legislation.”’ 


Believes in Merit Law. 

Mr. Lowden expressed his belief in a 
“national civil service reform law ”’ and de- 
nounced the political assessment. He ar- 
raigned the governor for his penchant for 
meddling in the details of the administration 
of the state institutions and deciared that if 
elected he would give the citizens a ** busi- 
ness administration.”’

OBITUARY. 


HOYT SHERMAN, brother of Gen. W. T. 
Sherman and John Sherman, died at his home 
in Des Moines yesterday, aged 77. He located 
in Des Moines in 1848. In 1849 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and in March of that year 
was appointed postmaster of Des Moines 
by President Zachary Taylor. At the time 
the postoffice was in a small shanty, sharing 
the one room with a lawver’s office and two 
real estate agents, and the office of the 
local justice of the peace. In 1850 Maj. Sher- 
man built the first postoffice building ever 
erected in Des Moines. Afterwards he be- 
came head of the banking firm of Hoyt Sher- 
man & Co. and at the opening of the civil war 
le entered the service as paymaster with 
the rank of major.

Explosion in Shaft Near Pittsburg Im- 
prisons from 180 to 190 Men, and 
After Heroie Efforts to Succor Them 
All Are Believed to Have Perishea 
in the Deadly Fire Damp—Promi- 
nent Engineer Who Leads Rescuers 
Loses His Life.

to the men as they went to work this morn- 


ing. 
H. F. Hutchinson, who gave out the lamps 


to the miners before they went to work in the 
pit,, said: 

“ At 7:30 o’clock, the time when the 
whistles blew and every one is supposed to be 


at work at the mine, I had given out between 


180°and 190 lamps.” 

“ ‘That was one lamp to aman?” 

“Did any of those lamps come back?” 

** Not one.” 

There is a light tonight in every cottage in 
the little hamlet above the pit mouth. There 
is still a crowd about the mouth of the shaft, 
but it will probably be hours before the full 
extent of the catastrophe is known. 

The little village of Harwick that surrounds 
the mining workings, two miles back from the 
West Pennsylvania railroad, had been horror 
stricken allday. The wives and relatives of 
the entombed men have crowded about the 
entrance to the pit, beseeching for news of 
husbands and sons below, but only to meet 
with the same answer: 

** We do not know yet; if we find him we will 
send him home.’’ 

The schoolhouse has already been prepared 
as a morgue and hospital. The benches and 
seats have all been removed, and eight girls 
from the highest class at the school have 
been impressed as nurses. 

Doctors have been summoned from sur- 
rounding towns of Springdale and Denny, 
and also from Pittsburg, but nothing can be 
done until further details come from the 
mine. : 

Heroes with Grimy Hands. 

There were many heroes in oilskins and 
overalls and with grimy hands gathered 
round the shaft tonight. It is a hard thing 
for men to do to go down into darkness and 
possible death, even for the lives of menthey 
know, but there were many volunteers who 
were strangers to the entombed men. At 
évery call there were always men enough 
to man the bucket. Again and again the 
men were driven back to the fresh air and 
the heat of the boiler rooms, but only to re- 
turn to the deep shaft for still another at- 
tempt to reach the men buried beneath. 


Women and Children Mourn. — 


At the entrance to the mine a great trial 
In the work of the rescue have been the 
wives and daughters of the men entombed. 
Beneath the rough exterior of the manager 
of the mine, according to the men who toil 
for him, there beats a tender heart, but 
work was to be done, and as night crowded 
down over the hills and the women, with 
sad eyés, edged nearer to the edge of the 
black hole, he was forced to send them back. 
He tried to tell them what he wanted, that 
he would do the best he could, but still they 
looked at him with appealing eyes. At last 
he put his big hands kindly on the shoulders 
of the foremost and, turning to the pit, he 
pointed first there and then to the hamlet, 
and uttered the one word, ‘‘ home.” Thee 
they went and left the men to do the work 
of rescue, 


Thought Mine Was Safe. ~ 

F. W. Cunningham, the mine inspector of 
the Fourteenth district. reached Harwick 
about 7:30 thisevening. He said: 

**I went to Greensburg to inspect a mine | 
this afternoon, and when I reached home I 
found a bunch of telegrams telling me of this 
disaster. The mine where the explosion took 
place was inspected, I think, about the first of 
December. There was some gas in there, 
then, but I never considered the mine danger- 
ous.”’ 

The last inspection blank hanging oh the nail 
in the mine company’s office is dated July 17, 
1903, but it is evident that a later report has 
been torn off.

TWO MEN, HELPLESS, WATCH 
HOLDUP MEN IN SALOON. 


Napkins Are Used to Blind Frank Leoni 
and Frank Harding in the Former’s 
Place, 1368 West Madison Street— 
One Person Is Uncon- 
sdtious and Thieves Take $250—Boy 
Shoots a Highwayman—Mail 
on Mystericusly Disappears. 


Bound hand and foot with napkins, early 
yesterday morning Frank Leoni and Frank 
Harding saw two masked robbers take $250 
from the safe of the former’s saloon, 1568 
West Madison street. Leoni previously had 
thrown on the floor behind the bar a purse 
containing $800, which the bandits failed 
to find. 

George Skinner, the third occupant of the 
saloon, lay on the floor unconscious while 
the safe was being rifled. He had been felled 
by blows from a heavy revolver when he 
objected to helding up his hands at the com- 
mand of the robbers. 

Leoni owns the saloon building and other 
real estate in the neighborhood. The rob- 
bery was committed, apparently, by men 
who knew his circumstances and expected 
to find a large sum of money in his posses- 
sion. The proprietor was sitting at table 
at 5 a4. m. with his two companions. arding 
resides at 184 Albany avenue and Skinner is 
an inmate of the soldiers’. home in Milwau- 


kee. 


_ Masked Men with Pistols. 


Two young men entered the saloon. The 
face of one was concealed by a black mask 
and the other wore a red handkerchief over 
his mouth. They carried revolvers, which 
they pointed at the three men at the ta- 
ble. 

“Put up your hands,” commanded the 
foremost of the .bandits. 

The three started to rise, raising their 
arms at the same time. When the strangers 
had come cloge to them, Skinner, who is 
65> years old, lost his patience. 

“T’}] let nobody hold me up in this fash-. 
ion.” he declared, ** I'll fight first.’’ 

Skinner struck at the nearest man, but 
the robber dodged and then swung back 
with his right hand in which he gripped 
his pistol The old man staggered, and a 
second blow knocked him down. Skinner 
was struck again as he. strove to lift his 
head and then he lay back unconscious 


Gag Inmates with Napkins. 

While one of the marauders kept Leoni and 
llarding covered, the other went behind the 
bar, where he got a handful of napkins. 
With these he tide the men hand and foot 
and left them securely bound and gagged on 
the floor. 

The robbers tried to open the safe, and. 
failing, loosened the gag in Leoni’s mouth 
and asked him to tell the combination. He 
protested that he could not and was then 
released and led to the strong box. On his 
way past the bar he reached into his pocket 
and threw away the purse in which was the 

The proprietor then was again bound and 
placed beside Harding. The robbers left and 
not until daylight did the police, on entering 
the saloon, learn of the robbery. Leoni and 
Harding still were bound fast, and Skinner 
had not regained consciousness.

A bit of burlesque was interpolated in the

day and had assured him she was able to 
solve the mystery. : 

Russell returned to Bedford tonight, but 
would make no statement as to what he had 
geen in his absence.

Chief of Police Haager of Louisville stated 
that his services were required at home and 
he would leave Bedford tomorrow. The city 
will retain Detective Halpin of Chicago and 
the reward of $1,000 will stand. 


Three Witnesses Examined. 


Coroner Plummer examined three more 
witnesses, but nothing important developed. 
Mr. Plummer says he will have no more wit- 
nesses unless something unexpected hap- 
pens, but he will not make a report until the 
last of the week. Mayor Smith and Prose- 
cutors Miller and Stephenson will continue 
the court of inquiry. 

The city authorities are recetving letters, 
telephone messages, telegrams, and marked 

ewspapers from all parts of the state offer- 
ing suggestions or furnishing supposed 
clews. So great is the interest in this vicin- 
ity that it is said that there is not a jail 
within 100 miles of Bedford strong enough 
to hold the criminal if caught.

Mrs. Gross Wrote “‘Bess’’ Letter. 


Elkhart, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Frank Gross, sister of Sarah Schafer, de- 
clared that she did not remember the exact 
words of the letter telling of the quarrel with 
Joseph Heitger and that she was not sure 
whether she had burned the letter or not. 

The Heitger incident occupied only a small 
part of a letter that was entirely of a gos- 
sipy nature. Mrs. Gross says it did not even 
mention Heitger by name, but that she 
knows Heitger was meant, because the Bed- 
ford teachers who were here had told her so. 

Asked to give the version as nearly as she 
could remember Sarah’s language, she said 
she was at a loss to do so, except that it ran 
‘something like this: 

“The fore part of the evening was pleas- 
antly spent in talking about school life, and 
then he got smart and I called him a fool 
and got his hat and coat. As he went out 
the door he said: ‘ You act like a ten year 
old,’, and I said, ‘I hope I shall always act 
that way.’ *’ 

Mrs. Gross forgets how the subject was in- 
troduced. in the letter, but thinks Sarah 
began by saving: “I had my first experi- 
ence in Bedford the other evening.’ Mrs. 
Gross says there was nothing about calling 
Miss Smith and there was no expression of 
fear. Mrs. Gross says she referred to the 
matter because in preparing to answer she 
ran through the letter amd itemized on the 
envelope the paragraphs she thought worth 


‘answering. 


She says her comment on the incident was 
more in a spirit of banter than anything 
else, and remembers saying a Christian girl 
should not have called the offender a fool, 
and then added it was too bad she didn’t 
have the strength of an elephant to repel 
such advances. 

“TY wrote more to tease her than anything 
else.” said Mrs. Gross, ‘‘ knowing Sarah's 
modest nature.”’ 

Mrs. Schafer, mother of Sarah, received a 
gimilar letter from Sarah, and the latter's 
sister Jennie says she wrote a teasing letter 
in reply, telling Sarah she should not be too 
hard on the boy, and similar light talk. 


Heitger Denies Call on Girl. ~ 


Bloomington, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special.J— 
Joseph Heitger stated tonight that the re- 
port that he was in any way connected with 
the Schafer mystery is absolutely false. He 
at first denied that he was before the court 
of inquiry at Bedford, because he had prom- 
ised the court to say nothing, but he did make 
a statement of all he knew before the court 
Saturday night. 

“You may say.” said Heitger, “ that I had 
only met Miss Schafer once. I never was at 
her house to call on her. I talked to her 
only in the presence of Miss Knox, and we 
talked of George Shaw and James Dodd, two 
Elkhart boys whom she knew. I never wrote 
a word to her in my life, nor received a word 
from her, and have hardly spoken to her 
since Thanksgiving night, when I met her at 
the basketball game. I will return to Bed- 


ford soon.”

Speaking of Pekin reminds me that a clever 
novel of diplomatic life at Pekin has at last 
been written. The reading public has been 
liberally supplied with stories of Chinese life 
within these three years, but except for Miss 
Fitch’s clever short stories in the Century 
Magazine it is charitable to forbear mention. 
One and all were so impossible and grotes- 
que that one wondered how magazine edi- 
tors had been so imposed upon. Except for 
Miss Fitch, who spent a winter in Pekin 
with her aunt, Mrs. Denby, and knew her 
locale, nearly all were flights of the imagina- 
tion by writers who Knew not even the 
Chinatown of an American city, and who pre- 
sented the most grotesque burlesques, the 
most un-Chinese narratives possible. 

Baroness Elizabeth von Heyking, wife of 
the German minister to Mexico, whovacated 
his post at Pekin for the unfortunate Baron 
von Ketteler, has written the novel of Pekin 
society. ‘‘ Briefe Die Ihn Nie Erreichten” 
is the title of the brilliant romance, told as 
will be seen in letters that never were re- 
ceived, letters written from Pekin before and 
during’ the siege that put that picturesque 
and fascinating city of the middle age clear- 
ly before one, and make real the thrilling 
weeks of the siege. 

‘nose who do not read German are of course 
denied the pleasure of seeing Pekin through 
the eyes of the clever German fraulein, but 
it will surely not be long before some pub- 
lisher presents a translation for English 
readers. 

Baroness von Meyking writes a clear and 
graceful English herself and a few con- 
tributions to American magazines have 
shown with what wit and humor she can 
touch upon Chinese and the Mexican sub- 
jects. “ Klizabeth in Her Mexican Garden ” 
was a delightful sketch that appeared within 
a year or so, but this book of “ Letters ” 
ehows her at her best and is of sustained 
4nterest throughout. 

Baroness von Heyking, besides being so 
clever and intellectual, is also beautiful, and, 
besides the literary talent, has the social 
taient and a disposition that keeps things 
moving in her neighborhood. There was no 
monotony at the German legation in Pekin 
while she presided in its salons, and her life 
in Egypt, india, and Mexico had the same 
unfiagging interest. Aiways the graceful and 
gracious little blond baroness is in the midst 
of activities, yet finds time for serious liter- 
ary work.

LONDON, Jan. 26, 34. m.—The news from 
Japan and Russia this morning is disquiet- 
ing to those who have hoped for a peaceful 
solution of the dispute in the far east. 

The most serious feature of the situation 
is contained in a dispatch to the Daily Tel- 
egraph from Tokio, saying: 

“The Official Gazette publishes an im- 
perial ordinance empowering the govern- 
ment to assume control of all private rail- 
‘ways, etc., for military purposes.”’ 3 

The first meeting of the recently created 
supreme military council took place at the 
palace at Tokio yesterday. Subsequently the 
ministers had an audience with the emperor, 
who exhorted them to coéperate in giving 
effect to the important financial program 
which had been drawn up to deal with an 
contingency that might arise. . 


Russian Reserves Are Warned 


A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Warsaw 
Says arrangements have been made to call 
out 86,000 reserves in the Kharkoff, Keiff, and 
Udessa districts should it become necessary to 
do so. ‘The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Daily Mail reports that the first reserves 
resident there have been warned to hold 
themselves in readiness for service. 

Cabling from ‘rien Tsin, a correspondent of 
the Standard says that 2,000 Chinese who had 
been enlisted by the Russians deserted on 
being ordered to Port Arthur. 


Peace Hopes Are Waning. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph wires that the belief which 
has prevailed among almost al! classes that 
a modus vivendi would soon be agreed upon 
and peace at least temporarily safeguarded 
is at present again on the wane, and appears 
to have completely wanished in financial 
circles. The correspondent adds: 

“A well informed official with whom 1 dis- 
cussed the prospects of peace today gave 
me am account of the present state of af- 
fairs. The Russian view is put thus: If 
China be an independent state she can safe- 
guard her own interests without Japan's 
tutelage, and if Japanese champion- 
ships of China be admitted, it would 
follow that the former state would 
become some sort of a protector of 
the latter. On the other hand, if Russia 
refuses to concur in this view, and to shape 
her far eastern policy in accordance with 
the interests of a third power, it does not 
imply that she will necessarily annex the 
province in question, but only that she will 
come to terms with China alone. 


Will Hold to Manchuria. 


“That .is Russia’s formal position. In 
reality, however, her interestg in Manchuria 
are SO vast and so vital that in the opinion 
of competent authorities they imperatively 
require military and political predominance 
in Manchuria. 

“This view underlies Russia's forthcom- 
ing note, and Japan's counter proposals on 
the subject of Manchuria will be met, despite 
the present pacific disposition of the im- 
perial government, with a courteous but im- 
mutable non possumus. 

*1f Japan on her side refuses to withdraw 
the arti relating to the integrity of the 
Chinese pire in the ptesent form, diplom- 
acy will fird itself confronted withan insolu- 
ble problem. and the practical consequence 
may be drawn from its importance. 

“Russia, however, will not declare way 
but neither can she afford to relax her efforts 
to be prepared for every emergency.” 


Turkey Threatens Trouble.

Inside History at St. Petersburg. 


_ The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph also cables that he has 
learned it was the erroneous idea of M. Bezo- 
brazoff, leader of the war party and a secre- 
tary of state, that Japan would rather with- 
draw her demands than fight, which led to 
divided councils in the Russian government, 
and when war seemed unavoidable, M. Bezo- 
brazoff still persisted that a short and a 
sharp struggle would end the matter. He 
even ventured to criticise the plan of cam- 
paign of War Minister Kuropatkin and the 
war office and proposed a plan of his own. 
The war minister then threatened to resign, 
and Count Lamsdorff and M. Witte protested 
against M. Bezobrazoff'’s ascendancy. Final- 
ly Grand Duke Alexander, who had first 
brought M. Bezobrazoff to prominence, be- 
came convinced that war must be avoided, 
and he managed to get M. Bezobrazoffaway. 
Russia’s Reply Not Ready. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 25.—a dispatch 
from Port Arthur says that, according toa 
Chinese native paper, Gen. Ma, with twenty 
regiments of Chinese troops, has proceeded 
from Shan-rhai-Kwan, Chi-Li_ province, in 
order to occupy strategic points on the bor- 
der of that province. 

In November Gen. Ma was quoted as say- 
ing that in the event of war he would join 
his forces with those of Japan. 

The exchange of communications between 
the foreign, office, the members of the com- 
mittee of the far east, Viceroy Alexieff and 
Baron De Rosen, the Russian minister at 
Tokio, is still going on. A diplomat who is 
close to the negotiations says the Russian re- 
ply probably will be ready this week. 


Troops Suffer in Manchuria.

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—A man who holds large 

commercial interests in Russia says the 
probability of peace has been increased by 
the painful impression produced at head- 
quarters by the condition of Russian troops 
in Manchuria. He was told on reliable au- 
thority they were dying like flies in those 
regions, the water being scarce and bad, and 
supplies and hospital service insufficient. 


China Suggesting Mediation. 

PEKIN, Jan. 25.—The Chinese authorities 
have approached the ministers here of sev- 
eral powers with proposals directed towards 
attempting mediation with Russia and 
Japan.- China is exceedingly anxious that 
war should be avoided. 

A small detachment of Russian cavalry 
has passed through Kao-pang-tzu on its 
way to Ichou. This region was retroceded 
to China long ago. 

Advices received here from Port Arthur 
are to the effect that a battalion of Russian 
troops is moving from that point towards 
the Corean frontier. 

Taft Fears War Is Certain. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 25.—[{Special. ]—Ex-Gov. 
Taft believes war between Japan and Russia 
a certainty and thinks the Japanese will sur- 
prise the Russianarmy. He says the mikado 
has the counsel of wise and cautious states- 
men who have well calculated every move. 
“They had better keep out of it,’” was the 
expression he used regarding the Russians.

PBRIL IN GERMAN APRIGA 


HERRERO REBELLION REACHES 
ALARMING PROPORTIONS. 


Wétndhock, the Capital of Province, Be- 
sieged by Thousands—Setflers and 
‘Traders Murdered in a Mest Oruel 
Manner—Troop of Soldiers Wiped 
Out After Being Tortured—Knuvoy 
in Capetown Seeking Supplices and 
Piace to Land Them. 


[B¥ CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CAPETOWN, Jan. 25.—According to news- 
paper reports from Damaraland, in the 
northern district of German southwest 
Africa, the Germans are facing a serious 
and even alarming situation, arising from the 
rebellion of the Herreros. It is stated that 
practically every native tribe from the bor- 
der of Cape Colony as far north as Wind- 
hock—and some say the Portuguese border— 
has revolted. 

Windhock, which is the seat of the govern- 
ment, has been besieged for days by from 
5,000 to 8,000 natives. They have completely 
isolated the railway and destroyed the tele- 
graph lines. Numbers of German farmers 
and trades have been murdered. 

The total number of rebels is estimated 
at 15,000. The majority of them, however, 
are poorly armed. Their tactics consist of 
bands swooping down upon isolated posts, 
murdering men, women, and children, and 
committing other savage atrocities, 

A party of German troops who recently 
ieft Keetmanshoop was surrounded and cap- 
tured. The men were tortured and ultimate- 
ly burned alive. One officer who was among 
the prisoners was left to die on the veldt 
after his eyes were gouged out. 

Estwood, a member of the German -ad- 
ministration, arrived at Capetown to obtain 
and forward supplies. It is reported he is 
negotiating with the government of Cape 
Colony for permission to land’ German troops 
at Port Nolloth, in the northwestern part 
of Cape Colony, a few miles southeast of 
German southwest Africa. 


SAN DOMINGO REBELS WIN. 


Have Retaken Town of San Pedro de 
‘Macoris—Capital Suffering 
from Siege. 


SAN DOMINGO, Saturday, Jan. 23.—San 
Pedro de Macoris has again been occupied 
by the rebels, and Gen. Seybo has joined the 
revolution. 

Minister of War Cabrera is dead as the re- 
sult of a wound received in a fight with the 
rebels at Los Llanos. 

It is now known that the fight at Los 
llanos between government forces and the 
rebels was severe and sanguinary, bnt fur- 
ther details are lacking. 

President Morales left here this morning 
for Puerto Plata on the Dominican gunboat 
Presidente. An American name Apson suc- 
ceeded in reaching this place last night 
after having had considerable difficulty with 
the rebels. 

The siege of this place continues, the prices 
of provisions are rising, and the poor are 
beginning suffer. 


FALLS FROM “RING OF DEATH.” 


American Girl Looping the Loop in an 
Automobile at Madrid Hasa 
Serious Fall. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE.] 

MADRID, Jan. 25.—A- young American girl 
named Mina Alix met a serious accident 
here last night while performing a feat 
called the “ring of death,’’ which coneisted 
in looping the lceop in an automobile. The 
automobile left the track and fell to the 
ground.

THREE KILLED IN WRECK 
OF EXPRESS FROM DENVER. 


Relief Train on Way to St. Louis Bearing 
the Injured Believed to Be Snow 
Bound Far Outside of City. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 26, 2:30 a. m.—The Den- 
ver express On the main line of the Burlington 
road, due here at 6:35 p. m. last night, was 
run into from the rear by a local passenger 
train while taking water at Gardeene Creek, 
about forty miles north of here. 

‘rhree passengers were killed, four seriously 
injured, and seven badly hurt. 

A relief train from here is said to be on the 
way back with the injured, but it is feared it 
too has met with trouble and may be snow- 
bound somewhere up the line. It had not been 
heard from at 1 o'clock this morning. 

‘the wreck was on a bridge over Gardeene 
creek. ‘The bridge and two cars of the local 
train and the local engine were burned. 


Express Stopped for Water. 

The express train was running behind time 
because of the cold weather, and had stopped 
at a tank, just after clearing the bridge, to 
take water. 

The local train crashed into the rear of the 
express train, the light passenger cars of the 
local train being demolished and the bridge 
filled with débris, which took fire. 

Word reached 8t. Charles, eight miles dis- 
tant, and assistance was immediately sent 
from there, and a wrecking train: was dis- 
patched from here, followed by a relief train 
with physicians. 

A long distance telephone message from:* 
St. Charles at midnight was to the effect that 
the rear sleeper of the Denver express stood 
on the bridge when the collision occurred, 
The sleeper was badly smashed. 

The local train locomotive was crushed and 
set fire to the bridge, and the structure and 
two cars ef the local train were burned. 

The express train managed to draw the 
damaged sleeper away from the flames. It 
is presumed the casualties were in the local 
train, but how many were hurt in the sleeper 
is not known. 

The local train was the Hannibal accom- 
modation, due in St. Louis at 8:29 o’clock, and 
was running at a speed of twenty miles an 
hour. 


Cow Throws Train Switch. 


Memphis, Tenn., Jan, 26.—Illinois Central 
passenger train No. 2, the fast mail train 
from New Orleans to Chicago, was wrecked 
at Gates, Tenn., sixty miles north of Mem- 
phis, today. 

John Harris of Gates, Tenn., was killed, 
and Mrs. John Evans of 222 East Fifty- 
fourth street, Chicago, and one other, in- 
jured. The wreck was caused .by the pilot 
striking a cow which was crossing the track, 
The animal was thrown against a switch, 
opening it and derailing the train, which was 
overturned entirely. Harris, the only person 
killed, was standing beside the track. 

Fatal Wreck at Ashland, Neb. 

Ashland, Neb., Jan. 25.—Passenger train 
No. 12 on the Burlington collided head on 
with an extra freight here at 8 o'clock to- 
night. Engineer Grabill of the freight train 
was killed. Two passenger cars were thrown

injured, but none gerlously.

No human life, 
says Mrs. Gilman, can find full exercise in a 
home, and the weakness and cowardice of 
women are home products. “ Keep a man 
from birth wrapped in. much oloth, shut 
away from sky and sun, wind and rain, con- 
tinually exhausting his nervous energy by in- 
cessant activity in monotonous little things, 
and never developing his muscular strength 
and &kill by suitable exercise of a large and 
varied nature, and he would be weak. Savage 
women are not weak. Peasant women are 
not weak. Fishwives are not weak. The 
home bound woman ts weak, as would be 
a home bound man. Also, she is ignorant; 
not, at least not nowadays, ignorant nec- 
essarily of books, but ignorant of general 
life.” There are two excuses that keep a 
woman home, says this reformer—house- 
work and babies—but: professionalism has 
robbed woman of one excuse, and it ought to!

exceptional cases, as, instance,:-in 
ease of a son-in-law or of a 
Thus when the Marquis Luigi Sacchetti mar- : 
ried the only child and sole heiregs of the 
last male scion of the illustrious and historic 
Roman house of Barberini, he received per- 
mission from the late King Humbert to as- 
sume beth hie father-in-law’s name of Bar- 
berini and after his death to succeed to his 
title of prince of Palestrina. But the crown 
is reluctant. to sanmotion any such inher- 
itance of titles by people whose rights there- 
to are not based an the laws of primogeniture 
in the male line, which alone now governs 
the descent of nobililary honors in Italy, and 
under the circumstances if any one is rash 
enough to reply to the advertisements now | 
appearing in the Buropean and American 
press, and to pay money in order to be adopt- 
ed by some Italian duke as heir to his honors, 
he will find in due eourse that he has been | 
victimized by a mere vulgar swindle and that 
he can never hope to obtain any legal right 
to the duketiom, to inherit which he has 
pa) ted with hie cash. 


With regard to the attitude of the present 
French government towards nobillary titles 
I may mention in reply /o the inquiry of a 
reader in St. Louis, Mo., that the republic 
merely considers them as part or comple- 
ments of ordinary names. This was deter- 
mined some time ago by the Supreme Court 
of Appeal of France in the suit between the 
two branches of the ducal house of Monte- 
dello. 

in 1836 Duke Napoleon de Montebello and 
his two brothers, all three of them sons of the 
famous Marshal Lannes and of his wife, so 
familiar to American theatergoers under 
the name of “ Madame Sans-Géne,” founded 
a company for manufacturing purposes. 
Their wares were marked with the name of 
the family and with the ducal arms, while 
the firm was known as that of * De Monte- 
bello et Cie.”” Some years ago the widowed 
mother of the late duke, who was a minor at. 
tite time, brought a suit against her broth- 
ers-in-law, claiming that inasmuch as her 
boy had no longer any financial intereste in 
the firm the latter had no right to use his 
name and his ducal arma. 
‘ While the lower courte decided that the 
*‘ glorious name of Montebello should not be 
risked in trade nor used as an advertise- 
ment,” the Supreme court reversed this 
judgment on appeal, and declared that inas- 
much as nobiliary titles in France can only 
be considered as parts or complements of or- 
dinary names, they can be used, therefore, in 
conjunction with trade marks, and are sub- 
ject to the ordinary laws deaiing with trad- 
ing names. In fact, there is oniy one way in. 
France to prevent strangers .rom usurping 
a person’s mame and title for purposes of 
trade or otherwise—namely: to .egister it as 
a trade mark of one’s own, sceaag that the 
government will not recognize the pro- 
prietary rights to any nobiliary tit'e as such.

King Peter has replaced five of the mem- 
bers of his household who were concerned in 
the murder of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga by officers who had no share in that 
conspiracy, in deference to the peremptory 
demands of the foreign governments. But 
the latter are not likely to be sa ed with 
the changes made, or to permit théfnselves to 
be moved thereby to diminish the severe boy- 
ecott which they have instituted against the 
court and government of Servia, for Col. 
Popovitch, who organized the conspiracy 
against King Alexander, and who was its 
moving spirit, remains first and principal 
aid de camp of the king, who apparently has 
not dared to remove him from his post, and 
Col. Machin, the brother-in-law of Queen 
Draga, and.one of her actual murderers, as 
well as Gen. Athanaskovitch, another prin- 
cipal actor in the outrage, continue aid de 
camps ofthe king. In fact, the only men who 
have been superseded have been the minor 
actors in the outrage, and under the circum- 
stances the demands.made by the powers on 
King Peter cannot be regarded as having 
been in any way satisfied. 

Queen Wilhelmina’s prime minister, Dr. 
Abraham Kuyper, who before becoming 
premier was a Calvinist pastor, as well asa 
doctor of divinity, and who spent several 
months in this country during President Mc- 
Kinley’s administration, is now at Brussels in 
constant and daily communication with King 
Leopold, and speculation is rife as to the 
subject of their conferences. At the Bel- 
gian court, and in political circles at Brus- 
sels, ordinarily well informed, it is asserted 
that the idea is to establish a customs union 
between the two countries, to form an offen- 


.to consolidate the political and economic in- 
terests of the two kingdoms. 

Seventy-four years have elapsed since they 
parted company, not without a certain 
amount of bloodshed. The Belgians declined 
to submit any longer to the rule of Holland, 
and they were constituted into a kingdom 
under the scepter of Leopold of Saxe-Coburg, 
the integrity of their territory, their inde- 
pendence, as well as their neutrality being 
guaranteed by Great Britain, France, and 
Austria. 

It is curious that they should now be join- 
ing once more forces with Holland, and it 
may be asked whether any such alliance as is 
now projected, would not be opposed by the 
guaranteeing powers on the ground that it 
is contrary to the principles of neutrality 
which constitute the basis and foundation of 
the kingdom of Belgium. 

It is freely asserted in Belgium that this 
alliance is aimed against England, and that 
it is rendered necessary by the protective 
policy upon which Great Britain under the 
seegis of Mr. Chamberlain is about to embark. 
Perhaps, too, the king of Belgium thinks that 
the new alliance with the large colonial pos- 
sessions of Holland, in conjunction with the 
Congo Free State, will have the effect of 
rendering the two kingdoms jointly, by rea- 
son of their transpontine dependencies, ag 
influential as if were one of the great 
powers. 


From Vienna and from Rome comes the 
news that Prince Philip Hohenlche, now a 
Benedictine monk, and formerly a cavalry 
officer and a chamberlain of Emperor Franz 
Josef, ig about to be appointed prince arch- 
bishop of Olmutz, In the place of Archbishop 
Kohn, whose position at Olmutz has become 
b 
the pope to Rome, where he will prob iy 
remain in future. Archbishop Kohn is of 
Jewish peasant parentage, has broken off 
all relations with his chapter, with. the de- 
partment of public worship at Vienna, with 
the papal nuncio at Vienna, with his fellow 
archbishops in Austria, and has, moreover, 
declined to take the seat in the Austrian 
house of lords to which he is entitled ex- 
officio.

cGUIRE’S No. 6 Camp, Wis.—Dear 

Bill: We've had the bulliest weather 

up here for the last three weeks. The 

mercury hasn’t once got above 20 

below, and there's at least three feet 

of snow on the ground. We're yanking the 

big pines out of the woods and sending ‘em 

down the skids to the crick at a rate that 

scares the oldest lumber jacks. It simply 
couldn't be better for our business. 

I went all through this neck of the woods 
last summer, land looking, and I‘ located 
a lot of good Norway and hemlock that we’re 
getting out now. The camp is twelve miles 
from the nearest town by road—if there were 
any roads—but you know what a road 
amounts to in the big woods when the snow 
is three feet deep. Our way to town is down 
the logging road to the edge of the crick; 
then up the crick to Little Stone lake and 
over across the lake on the snow to the rail- 
road. Going that way we cut off over half 
the distance. There's a good crust on the 
snow most of the way and you can let your

horses go the limit without any danger of 
busting through. 

You fellows in town don’t know what win- 
tér weather is at all. I bet you'd be shiv- 
ering if she'd go down to zero. You ought 
to come up here and get up at 5 o’clock with 
our gang when the thermometer’s standing 
around 25 under the black mark. Pete, the 
cook, is up an hour earlier, and he has the 
two big iron stoves in the sleeping shack 
red hot when we crawl out of our bunks. 
The latest style in wearing apparel in these 
parts would also probably surprise you 
some. As for footgear, I put on three pair 
of the heaviest, home knitted blue woolen 
socks. Over the outside pair_I pull on thick 
rubber shoes that buckle around the instep. 
They are a lot warmer than the old fashioned 
leather packs. I wear two suits of the 
heaviest woolen underwear I can buy; thick 
trousers with the legs fastened inside the 
socks; two sweaters, a six point Mackinaw 
jacket, a double thick woolen cap, and 
knitted mittens lined with deerskin. 

When you stick your nose outside the shack 
you can jua&t hear things creaking with the 
cold, Everything you touch snaps. But it 
is perfectly still; not a breath ofwind. Even 
the air seems to be frozen. You step out on 
the crust of the snow and chase over to the 
eating shack. 

By the way, this snow crust has been 
mighty hard on the partridges. You remem- 
ber how thick they were around here last 
summer. When snow comes into the woods 
it covers up most of the dry weeds and stuff 
they feed on. But so long asit stays reason- 
ably soft and the crust don’t get too thick, 
that don't bother them any. I've seen the 
birds go down through two or three feet of 
the fleecy to the ground without a bit of 
trouble. They are foxy about it, too. They 
shoot down through the snow at an angle. 
When they strike the ground they work 
back, so that it is pretty reasonably hard to 
catch one before it has a chance to get away, 
springing up through the snow at a point 
perhaps four or five feet directly behind 
where it went in. But when a heavy snow- 
fall is followed by a cold rain or sleet and 
that by a sharp freeze, so that the whole 
top is covered by a thick crust, it sometimes 
happens that the partridges down under the 
drifts are frozenin. They find it impossible 
to break out, and they simply starve to death 
—unless they are first caught by a fox or some 
other critter. 

You can bet they give us plenty to eat. A 
fellow who's working as we have to work, 
with the thermometer 25 below, naturally 
needs an awful lot of fuel. Coffee and salt 
pork and potatoes and beans, and Pete 
makes a specialty of flapjacks with plenty 
of New Orleans molasses. The man who 
hauls our provender has to keep his tote- 
sled on the road most of the time. We've 
got the reputation of feeding our men well, 
and that’s why we never have any trouble 
in getting a good crow to go Into the woods. 

I've been working recently with the clear- 
ing gang. It’s our business, you know, to 
make the roads through the woods back to 
where the big pine is growing. After we get 
things cleared along comes the water wagon 
and sprinkles the snow with enough water 
to make a solid bed of ice in the roadway. 
I expect you city people would laugh at one 
of our sprinkling carts, but they do the busi- 
ness all right.

WHAT IS RECESS OF SENATE? 


Appointments of Leonard Wood and W. 
D. Crum Hinge Upon Report of the 
Judiciary Committee. 


» Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Spectal.]—~ 
The senate engaged in a lively debate over. 
the eases of Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood and 
W. D. Crum, collector of customs at Charles- 
ton, S. C., the validity of their appointment 
during the congressional recess being at- 
tacked by Senator Tillman. 

As a result of the debate on the appoint- 
ment’ question, a resolution asking for spe- 
cific information concerning the nomination 
of W. D. Crum as collector of customs at the 
port of Charleston, 8S. C., wasasked. A reso- 
lution asking for similar information con- 


cerning the nomination of Brig. Gen. Wood 


and other army officers went over until to- 
morrow. 
Tillman Wants to Know. 
The debate began when Mr. Tillman of 


South Carolina called up his resolution ask- 
} ing the judiciary committee to report what 


constitutes a recess of tue senate. He read 
a letter from Secretary of the Treasury Shaw 
reciting the various appointments of Mr. 
Crum to the Charleston (8S. C.) collectorship 
and giving the version that the last appoint- 
ment was made precisely at 12 o’clock noon 
on the first Monday in December, when one 
session ended and the other began. 

Mr. Hale said that matter was not of special 
significance. 

Mr. Tillman sald that Mr. Crum is holding 
office just the same. “I notice, too,” he 
said, ‘‘that Leonard Wood is sending out 
dispatches from the Philippines signing him- 
self major general when he is not a major 
gerreral.”’

than might have been expected, Still, heads 
of commission houses were hoping for a 
renewal of bull activity. It develops that 
some of the best Wall street houses find the 
buying of the last week of such a specu- 
lative character that it did not inspire con- 
fidence. In their closing letter Sidney C. Love 
& Co. had the following: 

“During the afternoon there was con- 
siderable liquidation, especially from the 
wire houses with western connections. It 
is possible that the adverse rumors referring 
to the Russian-Japanesé dispute had some 
influence, but it is more likely that the failure 
of the market toadvance, as had been antici- 
pated, was the real reason bringing out the 
late liquidation. The market closed with 
some weakness and the indications are that 
it will take a day or two at least to re- 
establish the bullish tone of the last week.” 

John Lambert, who is understood to be as- 
sociated with Mr. Gates in his bull cam- 
paign, returned from New York yesterday. 
He said among other things: 

** Many big men are not bullish on the mar- 
ket nor on the country, but they are being 
forced to change by conditions. Each day 
and each week sees gradual] improvement, 
and I believe it is going to continue. Ali 
of the good stocks are now too low, entirely 
too low, and we are going through the read- 
justment period right now. It is held by 
some that ‘ the public’ is not in the market. 
Somebody is in it—see the million share day 
sales on the stock exchange. Somebody is 
buying them, and it doesn’t matter whether 
it is the public that is absorbing good securti- 
ties at low prices or not, so long as sales con- 
tinue to keep close to that high mark.” . 


General Financial News. 


Gross earnipgs of thirty-six roads for the 
second week of January were, according to 
figures of the United States Investor, $6,379,- 
493, against $5,992,712 for the second week 
of January, 1903. The increase is $379,498, 
or 6.45 per cent. 

The Berlin financial papers regard the cap- 
ftal of $5,000,000 with which the German 
Petroleum company was organized to com- 
pete with the Stanard Oil company, as a 
* Lilliputian trifle’’ compared with the for- 
mer concern. The founders of the company 
are, however, Deutsche bank, the Vienna 
Bank Verein, and other prominent institu- 
tions. 

Not only has the Baltimore and Ohio com- 
mon been listed on the Berlin boerse, but 
it is the intention of the Deutsche bank and 
Speyer & Co. to have the stock listed on the 
exchanges in Zurich, Geneva, and Basle. 

It is reported in New York that the senti- 
ment among dealers and consumers of steel 
is extremely bearish, this feeling being pro- 
pagated by evidence of weakness in nearly 
all lines of finished products, notwithstand- 
ing the declaration that official prices have 
been and will be maintained. 

Chairman Gary of the United States Steel 
corporation says: 

“The publications concerning damage to 
goods bélonging to the Shelby Steel Tube 
company, located at Shelby, O., are greatly 
exaggerated. The total loss does not ex- 
ceed $20,000.” 


One View of “Presidential Year.” 


In discussing the “ presidential year” J. 
| H. Davis & Co. take an optimistic View, say- 
ing: 

‘*No vital question of national financial 
policy will enter into the campaign this year, 
as it did in 1900 and 1806. The country is ir- 
revocably committed to the gold standard, 
and no political party will advocate any de- 
parture from that principle. We start the 
new year with nearly $83,000,000 gold in the 
treasury and with a total of money in circula- 
tion equal to over $30 per capita for our en- 
tire population. The stock of gold was in- 
creased $66,000,000 during the year, and the 
available cash balance in the treasury gained 
$12,000,000. Meantime, we reduced our in- 
terest bearing national debt by $12,800,000 
during the twelve months. Whatever the 
outcome of the presidential campaign may 
be our finances are safe. 

‘‘ As to general business, the political con- 
test will not stop the planting and harvesting 
of crops, the making and transportation of 
goods, the export of machinery, or the mak- 
ing of steel.’’

D. M. Lord, late of the firm of Lord & Thom- 
as, has assumed the vice presidency, and A.

ENTIRE LIST WITH RARE EXCEP- 
TIONS SHOWS DECLINES. 


London Is a Heavy Seller on News of 
Probable War in the Far East—Peo- 
ple’s Gas Is Single Security Show- 
ing Decided Gain, Which Was Made 
on a Favorable Ruling in the 75 
Cent Gas Oase, Court Holding City 
Cannot Regulate Price. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—[Special.]—Both in 
volume and in price moveménts the stock 
market compared unfavorably with that of 
most days last week. In every active stock, 
with the single exception of People’s Gas, 
the transactions resulted in net losses vary- 
ing from small fractions to a point and more, 
and even among the less representative 
issues the net gains were far outnumbered 
by the declines, Eariy in the day & contrary 
movement was in progress in the market, 
most of the list showing some signs Of reac- 
tion, while a few stocks, notably Sugar, were 
advancing rapidly, the effort seemingly being 
steady. During the afternoon the downward 
tendency became stfll more marked and ex- 
tended practically to the entire list, with the 
result the majority of stocks showed de- 
clines, which were only slightly reduced by 
a brief recovery before the close. 


During the afternoon’s decline a rumor of 
an outbreak of war in the far east was used 
to considerable advantage by bears, although 
the report was not generally credited. Vari- 
ous other rumors, some of them quite im- 
probable, were circulated. 

More substantial than these, however, as 
a cause of reaction, particularly in many 
railroad stocks, was the heavy selling by 
London, which, it is eetimated, sold on bal- 
ance something over 40,000 shares. 

It was said most of the firmness displayed 
in the early trading resulted from western 
buying, which hag been conspicuous in the 
present movement of the market, and that 
the afternoon reaction followed the practical 
cessation of support from thig quarter. 
Whether or not the present reputed leaders 
of the market are acting for themselves or 
interests still more powerful who are desir- 
ous of bringi* it higher prices is one 
of the questious which Wall street is dis- 
cussing at this moment. Thus far the re- 
sults which have been attained are accepta- 
ble, in spite of the fact thatin some quarters 
some aversion is expressed at the character 
of the leadership. 


Private advices from Washington early tn 
the day stated the Supreme court would ad- 
journ for a month without having rendered 
a decision in the Northern Securities case, 
but later advices stated the adjournment 
would not take place until next week, leaving 
one more chance for a decision being ren- 
dered. 

People’s Gas sold up sharply on the an- 
nouncement from Chicago that the 7ic gas 
case had been decided in favor of the com- 
pany, which was thus relieved from the pos- 
sible necessity of selling gas at that pre. 
Over 30,000 shares of stock were dealt in, and 
at the end of the day, despite the general 
reaction in prices, it showed a net gain of 
1% points. This was after the price had 
dropped nearly a point from the high figure 
of the day, 102%. The advance is more in- 
teresting because of the fact a favorable de- 
cision seems to have been generally ex- 
pected, 


United States Steel preferred lost 1% points 
on trading of about 5),000 shares. Common 
declined a half point on dealings amounting 
to about 20,000 shares. It is stated the sell- 
ing of Steel, apart from general influences 
at work, was induced by the report that the 
corporation had disposed of a large amount 
of rails, but at a reduction of $2.00 a ton from 
the schedule price. In some quarters the 
amount named was 1,000,000 tons.

BREAK FOLLOWSADVANCE 


Early Strength on Bad Weather 
and Small Movements—Corn, 
Oats, and Provisions. 


—' Bome one sold a big line of May wheat in 
the local pit yesterday, and by the time this 
gelling and other selling which it started was 
over there had been a break of 8%o in the 
price, from 92%c to 8¥c. The selling which 
~morked the havoc in speculative values was 
Wariously estimated from 2,000,000 bu to 
#1000,000 bu, and the average of the outside 
guesses, 5,000,000 bu, would probably be a 
fairly acourate guess at the total. The nat- 
tiral assumption was that the selling was 
for Armour account, and, although Armour 
managers denied that such was the case, the 
trade knew of no other interest which had 
‘so much wheat to sell or would be willing to 

sell it, ané@ the denials did not alter the gen- 

eral impression.

Selling from New Quarter.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. 


The provision exporters, M. M. Schultz & 
Co., constder lard in as congested, strong, 
an@ unique a position ascotton. They say: 
*“ Our stock of lard has been reduced stead- 
ily from 125,000 tcs in September to 13,000 tcs 
today. This remarkable reduction has taken 
place in the face of comtinuous liberal re- 
ceipts of hogs. We have been endeavoring 
to ascertain the reason for this unusual con- 
dition, and now find that the hogs arriving 
are not what are called ‘lard’ hogs, the 
average weight this month running between 
200 and 208 Ibs, whereas in normal years the 
established weight has been between 225 and 
235 Ibs. It is evident that last year’s corn 
crop was of poor quality, and does not con- 
tain fat yielding properties. Lard is produced 
only in the northwestern part of the United 
States. No other country produces it except 
Hungary, and that country only in moderate 
quantities. At the moment, however, Hun- 
gary is ‘suffering from a hog shortage, and is 
in fact today in the market for American 
lard,’ being an additional competitor to Ger- 
many and England, which countries every 
year must have and consume about 1,000,000 
tes each of our American iard. Lard is not 
like wheat, corn, oats, or beef fats, which 
have strong competition in South America, 
Australia, and several other countries. Lard, 
as stated, is similar to cotton in that it has no 
competition from other countriés. The afore- 
said strong features are further emphasized 
by an important shortage fn cotton seed oil, 
estimated by authorities to be from 500,000 
to 600,000 bris as compared “%o last year’s 
crop. It is a fact well known to the trade 
that cotton seed o1! is a keen competitor of 
lard, and when it is considered that this com- 
petition must necessarily be reduced 33 per 
oent it will be an easy matter to figure out 
that lard this coming summer must sell con- 
siderably higher than it does at present.” 


The session .closed with the talent more 
at sea than ever as to what was going on 
and what was likely to go on in the May 
wheat deal. The recollection that it was 
a year ago this week that the Armour in- 
terest abandoned another May deal, selling 
out somewhere near 15,000,000 bu within two 
days, inclined many in the trade to think 
that history was trying to repeat itself, and 
that the buil interest had triéd to market 
its line or a.large part of it. But the out- 
side trade is much smaller and the market 
a narrower one than it was a year ago, and 
the price broke more severely on a much 
smaller volume of selling. Estimates of the 
amount unloaded varied according to the 
point of view of the trader from 2,000,000 
bu to 7,000,000 bu, few putting the figure 
over 5,000,000 bu, which amount might eas- 
ily have been reached. It was at the start

World’s shipments of wheat were exceed- 
ingly liberal compared with the movement 
for the previous week and the correspond- 
ing week a year ago, 10,456,000 bu against 
5,844,000 bu and 656,699,000 bu respectively. 
The detailed figures seem to show that ex- 
porting countries generally have liberal sup- 
plies. The Russian shipments, which fell 
off a week ago to 472,000 bu, increased to 
2,088,000 bu, a suggestion that the ice bound 
Russian ports must have suddenly thawed 
out. There were nearly 1,000,000 bu from 
the Danube. Indian shipments were light 
at 472,000 bu, and this country sent out over 
85 per cent of the total at 3,928,000 bu. 


Canadian farmers ought to be in favor 
of reciprocity with the United States. They 
are selling 36 pound oats for 28c, and the 
Canadian oats are be fine and heavy this 
year that they are sfid to run 40 lbs to the 
bu most of the time and sometimes 45 Ibs. 
The American Cereal company, which has 
quite an export trade in oatméal, has ground 
no oats in this country for export on this 
crop,-but is supplying all its foreign trade 
from its Canadian mills, a matter of 5,000,-

Clearances of wheat and flour from At- 
lantic and gulf ports were about the same 
as for the corresponding day last year, 564,- 
000 bu, compared with 577,000 bu, but an 
analysis of the figures makes another show- 
ing of the extent to which the American 
miller has been favored this year. in. the 
matter of shipping rates. There were 166,- 
000 bu of wheat and 88,500 bris of flour yes- 
terday, where a year ago there were 456,000 
bu of wheat and 26,600 bris of flour. 


According to some estimates, the long Mne 
of May lard held through a local house by 
outside speculators mounts up to fully 75,- 
000 tes. Yesterday brokers took between 
15,000 amd 20,000 tcs, supposedly for that in- 
terest. With the lard line reaching, this 
total, it is practically certain the packers 
are short the bulk of it, and this fact assures 
the outside bulls a sharp fight before the veal 
is wound up. 

A Des Moines (la.) dealer wired: “ Every- 
thing is covered with enowand sleet. Thisis 
going to cause increased demand for food- 
stuffs inthecountry. Dealers are not buying 
any grain to speak of at country stations. 
The situation seems to be the same all over 
Jowa. Parties In Nebraska are aying down 
corn to feeders here in Iowa at 44@45c at 
stations.”’ 


Export bids for wheat follow the declines 
in American markets. Nothing better than 
was bid for No.2 hard at the gulf. Lohrke 
reported no business done at the seaboard, 
gaying: “ Holders of No. 2 hard at the gulf 
are inviting bids, which can’t be had. ‘here 
are a few orders for No. 3 hard, but they 
cannot be accepted, even with the break in 
futures.,”’ 

Although the firm of E. N. Morison & Co. 
of Baltimore, which was reported to have 
failed yesterday, at one time did a large grain 
and provision business here through several 
local houses, it was said at these offices yes- 
terday that practically no business had been 
done for it since June last. So far as could 
be learned, no local house was involved in 
the failure. 


Both the general bearishness of the local 
trade in wheat and the general respect for 
the Armour prestige were illustrated by the 
common assertion on the curb that if the 
Armour line was being liquidated and the 
deal over May wheat would be likely to break 
10c a bu, whereas if yesterday’s operations 
were merely a scalping maneuver it might 
as easily sell up 10c a bu. 


One result of the wheat break was to put 
this: market less. out of line with. others.

Government Asked to Permit Work in 


‘Illinois River to Save City 
from Suits. 


Isham Randolph, chief engineer of the san- 
itary district, and William H. Baker have 
returned from Washington, where they con- 
ferred with Secretary Root in regard to low- 
ering the dams along the Illinois/river to 
save the city from suits brougut on account 
of overflows. 

‘Secretary Root indorsed our papers, so 
they will be embodied in the report of Capt.

“If the latter 
reports favorably the permit will issue. The 
dams by which we are affected are the two 
state dams at Henry and Cowper’s creek, 
and the government dams at La Grange and 
Campsville. 

“The legislature passed a law requiring 
us to remove the two state dams, but we 
were restrained from doing so by an in- 
junction.”’

MOURT RULES CITY CANNOT FIX 
OR REGULATE PRICE. 


@ecision in Mille and Jones Cases Is 
That Hands of Municipality Are 
Med by State Law—Effect Is to 
Maintain Charge at $1—Point Will 
Be Made That Judge Grosscup 
Lacks Jurisdiction and Appeal 
Taken to Highest Tribunal. 


Gas at 75 cents a thousand feet is denied 
\to Chicago consumers, according to a deci- 
' gion made yesterday by Judge Grosscup In 
‘the United States court. He ruled that the 
icity has not, the right to fix or regulate the 
\price of gas in any way under the present 
state laws. 
The decision, which renders invalid the 
'* 5 cent gas” ordinance passed by the city 
teouncil Oct. 15, 1900, will keep the price at 
$1 a thousand and blasts the hopes for the 
ypresent of those who were anticipating 
Cheaper light. 

All Municipalities Affected. 

Under the wording of the decision every 
|municipality in Illinois is affected. It will 
‘have a direct effect, it is said, on the fight 

st the gas company in Peoria. Not untli 
‘an act is passed by the state legislature au- 
‘thorizing the municipalities to regulate the 
\price will relief from present conditions be 
found, it is asserted. 

A fight will be made against the ruling of 
| Judge Grosscup on the ground that he lacks 
jurisdiction. The matter will be carried to 
‘the United States Supreme court this 
point, if necessary. Should the attempt be 
; successful the contention for 75 cent gas then 
‘will be taken up in the state courts. 


Decision Covers Two Cases. 

‘Two cases, involving practically the same 
points as to the right of the city to fix the 
‘price of gas, had been argued before Judge 
'Grosscup, and he read his decision in both. 

In the case of Darius C. Mills of California 
‘the injunction restraining the city from en- 
‘forcing the gas ordinance of 1900 was grant- 
‘ed. Mr. Mills is the owner of 20,000 shares 
‘ef stock in the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
‘company. , | 
- The opinion of the court was more briefly 
' given in the case of Frank C. Jones of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., holder of 672 shares of stock in 
the Northwestern Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, against W. EB. Golden and sixty-four 
other residents of Austin. Judge Grosscup 
gaid Mr. Golden and the other defendants 


- had advised patrons of the gas company to 
' yefuse to pay more than 75 cents for gas, 


and, as he had held against the city in the 
first case, the same ruling would apply in 
this instance. 


One Suit Still Is Pending. 

Before the federal court entered an order 
restraining them, Mr. Golden and the other 
defendants started suit in the Cirtuit court 
against the Northwestern Gas Light and 
Coke company to enforce the 75 cent gas or- 
dinance. .That case still is pending and will 
be taken up if the state court is given juris- 
diction. 

“Save the gas bills,”’ is Mayor Harrison's. 
advice to citizens, despite the fact that Judge 
Grosscup’s decision has not improved the 
outiook from the city’s standpoint. 

“We shall, of course, appeal the case,” 
the mayor said. “It is all in the hands of 
the law department, and everything will be 
done to preserve the city’s rights.” 


BOILER INSPECTOR APPEARS 
BEFORE THE MERIT BOARD. 


Told an Inquiry Will Be Made Unless 
He Gives Eligibles a Fair Trial, anda 
Change in Tactics Is Promised. 


City Boiler Inspector James C. Blaney was 
before the civil service commission for more 
than an hour yesterday afternoon and was 


required to give an explanation of his rejec- } 


tion of men certified to his department. The 
commissioners gave Mr. Blaney to under- 
gtand that he would meet with immediate 
trouble and a full inquiry into his whole de- 
partment if he did not give all eligibles a fair 
trial at the work hereafter. As a result 
Bianey is said to hav¢ assured the commis- 
gioners that he would change his tactics, 

The commission will decide today how it 
will fill the positions in the boiler inspection 
department with civil service men. It is 
probable that a new examination will be held 
at once. The educational requirements will 
be cut down and the test will be a reflection 
of the practical experience of the candidate. 

The understanding reached between Mr. 
Blaney and the commissioners is expected to 
result in the acceptance of the men certified 
without further difficulty. 

“We told Mr. Blaney that he must fill va- 
ecancies with the men sent by us and that 

these men must have a fair trial at the duties 

of inspector,’ said Chairman Powell of the 
commission. “We do not feel that he has 
treated the eligibles fairly in the past and 
have arranged that he shall change his 
methods,’’ 

“I still insist that I must have practical 
men,’” said Mr. Blaney after the session. 
“I think we have arranged it now so that it 
will be all right.”’ 


OBSTRUCTING WALK IS COSTLY. 


Because of This Practice Fruit Dealers 
Must Pay Women Who Slipped 
on Banana. 


A decision affecting the liability of South 
Water. street merchants for accidents in 
front of their places of business was handed 
down by the Appellate court in the suit 
of Fanny O’Connor against Garibaldi & 
Cuneo. 

The plaintiff was injured by stepping on a 


ref banana in front of defendants’ store at State 


@nd South Water streets. It appeared from 
the evidence that the sidewalk was obstruct- 
ed by boxes of bananas, and that the plaintifr 
was obliged to step aside. The plaintifr 
recovered a judgment of $3,500, which was 
affirmed by the Appellate court. The court 
says: 

‘By reason of the fact that appellants 
were using the sidewalk, and. by such use 
caused an unreasonable obstruction thereof, 
it was their duty to see that the sidewalk was 
reasonably safe for persons walking thereon 
when exercising ordinary care. It is im- 
material whether they or some stranger put 
the banana on the sidewalk. Under the cir- 
éeumstances they were responsible for allow- 
ing it to be put thereon.’”’ 


JAGER BROTHERS ON TRIAL. 


Are Accused of Fraudulent Methods in 
Conducting an Oil Company—Big 
7 Sum Involved. - 


Charges against the business methods of 
Frank and John Jager, mining promoters, 
were made yesterday at the hearing of their 
eases before United States Commissioner 
Foote. The Jagers, formerly connected 
@ith the Jager Oil company, are charged by 
the government officers with misrepresent- 
ing their properties in advertising matter 
gent through the mails. Nearly $800,000 is 
involved in the case, 

John H. O’Grady told how the Jager 
brothers “ boomed the stock ’’ of the Jager 
Oll company by an offer to buy the land at 
$1,000 an acre. A report of this offer was 
sent to Chicago in a telegram, which was 
reproduced and printed in advertising matter 
gent through the mails, the witness said. 

J. J. Halthan testified that Frank Jager 
gave him 1,250 shares of stock, and that when 
the promoter offered him a dividend he 
remonstrated, but that Jager replied: ‘“‘That’s 
all right; keep the stock, and when the price 

_gets high enough sell a littie block and pay 
up.”

VANDERBILT RAILROADS 

_ WILL NOT CONSOLIDATE. 
Business Methods of Leased Lines Will 
Be Harmonized with. New York Cen- 
tral’s to: Reduce Expense). 


No consolidation of the Vanderbilt lites 
is contemplated. It is intended, however, 
to bring abdut uniform methods for, trans- 
action of the business of all the roads con- 
trolled by the Vanderbilt interests, or *‘ to 
standardize the methods of doing business.” 

This plan was inaugurated by W. K. Van- 
derbilt, and soon will be put in effect. Many 
of the leased and allied lines of, the Vander- 
bilt system have fiscal years which begin 
July 1, and others Have fiscal years which 
begin Jan. 1. Some auditors of leased roads 
sent in statements of earnings and operating 
expenses which are arranged on an entirely 
different system-from that used by-the New 
York Central's auditing department. Many 
other details vary. 

It is said to be the @esire of W. K. Vander- 
bilt and other directors to change all’ this 
and have each leased and allied road follow 
the system of the New York Central. This, 
it is asserted, not only will facilitate business 
but means a great saving in operating ex- 
penses. Following these changes the ques- 
tion of standardizing the equipment of the 
Vanderbilt Mnes will be taken up. 


Soo Announces a Reduction. 


The Boo line yesterday announced a reduc- 
tion in its passenger rate from the 4 win 
Cities to the east based on an $8 rate from 
Chicago. General Passenger Agent Calla- 
way alleges that he has secured evidence 
showing that some of the St. Paul-Chicago 
lines have made an $8 basing rate on business 
from the Twin cities to the east and that he 
was compelled to meet the competition. He 
says he is in the fight to stay. The cut 
amounts to $3.50, the regular rate between 
Chicago and St. Pau! being $11.50. 

The passenger officials of the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines deny that they have made any 
secret reductions in the basing rates from 
St. Paul and Minneapolis and they assert 
that the Soo line cut the rate, ag it has fre- 
quently dome before, to secure more busi- 
ness for the Mackinaw route, which is not as 
popular during the winter months as the 
Chicago route. No action in the matter has 
yet been taken by the Chicago-St. Paul lines, 
but it is probable they will be forced to meet 
the competition. 


East Bound Shipments Increase. 


Bast bound shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago last week Were con- 
siderably larger than for the previous week 
and far ahead of those for the corresponding 
week last year. The reduction made in the 
export rates a short time ago has had the 
effect of bringing this way a good deal of 
flour and grain from Missouri river territory, 
which heretofore has been going to the gulf. 
The gulf lines have not followed the last re- 
duction of the east bound roads, fearing that 
if they did so the*latter would make a still 
further reduction.
